CYCLONE CELLARS. 


Ctrers Lay Down in the “urrows of ths

OMAHA, Neb., May 27.—The most }disas- 
trous cyclone that has visited Nebraska 
since the Bradshaw storm, 10 years ago, 
circulated bewween Minden and Kenesaw 
shortly after 8 o’clock iast night and de- 
etroyed everything in its path. 
storm struck a few hours later 10 or 15 
lives would have been lost, but as it was 
the people saw the danger in time and 
saved themselves by crawling into cyclone 
cellars or by hugging the furrows in the 
plowed ground. 

The cyclone originated on the farm of I. 
A. Hill, about three miles west of Minden, 
It was first noticed shortly before 8 o'clock 
as it advanced slowly down the Burlington 
track, moving eastward toward Minden, 
but when within two miles of the town it 
changed its course and went northeast. 

The first real damage it did was when 
it etruck the farm of John V. Tennant, one 
mile due north of Mindent. Mr. Tennant, 
wife and son, saw the cyclone coming and 
went to the plowed fields, where they bur- 
ied themselves in a plowed furrow. They 
had no sooner dropped to tho ground than 
the cyclone struck their home. Their two- 
story dwelling was wrecked and the barn 
and cow shed were wrecked as though they 
were made of paper. The barn, together 
with vehicles, were carried away and scat- 
tered in small pieces. The farm of Joseph 
Bayer, a mile east, was next visited and 
every building demolished and all his stock 
killed. Bayer, his wife and an infant child 
took refuge in a cyclone cellar and es- 
caped with a fow bruises. The cyclone con- 
tinued northeast unt!l within four miles of 
Hartwell, where it changed Its course and 
started in a southeasterly direction,. cross- 
ing the Burlington tracks cone mile west 
of Hartwell. Here it continued ite south 
easterly course across ope 


en. flelds until

The family.of four were all injured, but 
not seriously. Between Hartwell and Ken- 
ésaw John Mosher’s barn and sheds were 
destroyed and stock killed.

Between Hartwell and Ken- 
esaw the country was inundated by a 
cloudburst, the water rising five feet along 
the railroad grounds. At 7 o'clock this 
morning hailstones were found in the 
streets of Kenesaw that measured over 4 
inches in circumference. 

The path of the cyclone was 100 feet 
wide and 2 miles long, but varied in places. 
Everything demolished by the storm is a 
total loss, as none of the farmers carried 
tornado or cyclone insurance.

RICHES BUT NO REASON 


INSANE KANSAS MAN HEIR TO 
OVER $2,000,000. 


FAMOUS EMMA MINE IS HIS.

After Ten Years’ Litigation Colorado 
Gold Lands Have Been Restored 
to Its Discoverer’s Family. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WICHITA, Kan., May 27.—William J. 
Wood, Jr., of Wichita, who ts an inmate of 
an insane asylum at Topeka, has just fallen 
heir to a $2,000,000 gold mine at Aspen, Colo. 
It is the famous Emma mine, for the last 
10 years owned and operated by the Aspen 
Mining and Smelting Co., of which Jerome 
B. Wheeler of New York is president. In 
the Circuit Court at Denver Judge Marshal 
declared Wood the rightful owner. 

This mine has caused nearly a dozen 
persons to commit suicide or die in pov- 
erty. It has also figured in many crimes. 
On April 17, 1879, three men, weary of travel, 
stopped over night en route to California on 
a gold hunting expedition. These men were 
William Wood, John Anderson and Frank 
Harris. They discovered that there was 
gold near the surface and at once staked 
out and named the Emma mine. But the 
gold deposits did not prove as valuable as 
it was thought they would and the men 
soon went on thelr way, but did not dis- 
pose of the right of ownership to this 
mine. 

A year later J. B. Wheeler & Co. of New 
York sent out a prospector to look up 
other mining lands in Colorado. This in- 
spector accidentally came across the Emma 
mine and found pay dirt in large qualities 
down a short distance. 
firm and they sent him instructions to buy 
the property. Then came a search for the 
owners. Pinkerton detectives learned that 
Woods and his companions had been killed 
by Indians in New Mexico, that Mrs. Woods 
had died of grief in Montreal, Canada, and 
six of his children were in Kansas. Four 
grown sone were located in Sumner County 
and Emma Woods, a daughter, was found 
in Wichita. Willlam J. Woods, Jr., was 
with her. 

The four boys sold their interest in the 
mine for $00 apiece, but Emma and William 
refused to gell. This did not deter Wheeler 
& Co. from operating the mine, which paid 
over $10,000 a month. 


When Emma and William Wood learned | 


this they went to Aspen. Emma was pretty 
and a responsible employe of the Emma 
mine fell in love with her, stole $60,000 of 
the company’s money and eloped. Both died

The police suspect the nurse, 
Carrie Jones, took the Clark child with her 
to pass off as her own, Other ‘“‘clews” are 
numerous. 

Louls Kasper of Williamsburg tells the 
Post-Dispatch correspandent that he be- 
lieves Carrie Jones is the Kate O’Neill who, 
as a friend of his sister, visited his home. 

He says his sister told, after a quarrel 
with the young woman, that she had had a 
child and lost it. 

Kasper cut out a-picture of Carrie Jones 
and says his wife and children at once rec- 
ognized it as Kate O'Neill. 

Prayers will be said in the Catholic and 
Episcopal Churches to-morrow morning and 
afternoon for the return of the child and 
the peace of the parents.

QUESTION OF PERMANENCE. 


UPON THIS HINGES THE POWER 
OF A TRIBUNAL. 


The Position of the American and Brit- 
ish Delegates at The Hague Is 
Commended by the Lon- 
don Papers. 


THE HAGUE, May 27.—Ancrew D.White, 
the United States Ambassador to Ger- 
many, and chief member of the American 
delegation to the International Peace Con- 
ference, announced yesterday that he would 
bring forward the United States arbitration 
proposal next week. The details of the 
proposition were not completed in time for 
yesterday's sitting. The principle of arbi- 
tration being admitted, the discussion yes- 
terday turned upon the question of the per- 
manence of the arbitration tribunal, to 
which a careful canvass shows a majority 
of the ea@@amittee are favorable. 

The sections of the committee on the laws 
of warefare, charged to deal with the sub- 
ject of the Brussels conference of 1874, to- 
day studied articles 23 and 34, which deal 
with prisoners of war and it was agreed to 
adopt the articles with slight verbal amend- 
ments. 

These questions were taken up first in 
pursuance of the general plan to dispose 
first of the subjects giving rise to the least 
contention. 

The municipality of Hague gave a con- 
cert this evening in honor of the members 
of the conference. It was a brilliant af- 
fair. The audience included the delegates 
with their ladies and the members of the 
diplomatic corps. 


ENGLAND APPROVES. 
London Papers Favor the Course of the 
American Delegates. 
LONDON, May 27.—The papers warmly 
approve of the unison of the work of the 
American and British delegates at the 
Peace Conference, and interest in it is 
quickened by the prominence unexpectedly 
given to the arbitration question, and es- 


pecially in view of M, De Stael’s speech 


reversing the order of points submitted 
from that of the circular of the Russian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, Count Mura- 
vieff, giving arbitration the first place and 
containing only a minor reference to dis- 
armament, which was at first blazoned as 
the main purpose of the conference. The 
Czar’s scheme, presented on Friday, is very 
elaborate and detailed, while the American 
prozess is attractive by its business-like 
brevity and simplicity. The Daily News 
correspondent at The Hague says it ap- 
pears to give a satisfactory solution of 
the problem presented by the Czar, and 
that Great Britain, of course, will support 
the American project. The scheme of Prof. 
Maartens, professor of international law 
at the University at St. Petersburg and 
arbitrator of the Anglo-Venezuelan arbitra- 
tion commission, is sald to contain the 
code of procedure which will be adopted by 
the Venezuelan arbitration tribunal, at any 
rate. Three of the five es ey have de- 
cided to conduct the trial under its rule 
when the tribunal meets in Paria.

WAGON LOAD OF COIN GOES BEG- 
GING IN HAVANA. 


Cuban Officers Believe That the Unit- 
ed States Made a Mistake in De- 
manding the Surrender of 
Cuban Arms. 


HAVANA, May 2#.—At 9:57 o'clock 


this morning, the hour set to begin 
the payment of the troops, Maj. Fran- 
cis 8. Dodge, of the Paymaster’s Depart- 
ment, drove up in a four-mule team with 
$30,000 in gold and $9000 in silver. Six guards 
accompanied him and details of men from 
the Eighth Infantry were under arms to 


preserve order among the mobs, which it 
was supposed would gather, 

Col. George M. Randali of the Eighth In- 
fantry was present as Commissioner of the 
United States. 

Gen. Ruiz Rivera, who was to-day in- 
ducted into the office of Civil Governor of 
Havana, was there to receive the arms, 
with a representative of Gen. Gomez, four 
or five Cuban officers and 15 reporters. Half 
a dozen clerks with the rolls of ‘the army, 
sat at a long table at the headquarters of 
the Eighth Regiment. A bag of gold was 
displayed, but there were no applicants for 
a share of it. 

At noon not a soldier has appeared at La 
Punta to receive the honorarium of $76 al- 
lotted by the United States for the surren- 
der of arms and disbandment of the men 
composing the Cuban Army. 

The spectators spent the time In digcuss- 
ing why no Cubans appeared. Gen. Rivera 
said that though there were 4319 enrolled 
privates and non-commissioned officers in 
the Fourth Corps, few of them lived in 
Havana. He explained that they were out- 
side the city and would probabiy appear at 
other places in the province and get their 
apportionment, Nearly all the officers, he 
added, are in Havana, 

The representative of Gomez, who has 
been acting with the latter in the inter- 
views with Governor-General Brooks, took 
a gloomy view of the affair. He said the 
Americans had made a@ mistake in stipuiat- 
ing that the Cubans must give up their 
arms, as this had caused a bad impression 
among the natives. 

A group of Cuban officers, who proved to 
be some of Gen. Mayali Rodriguez's staff, 
had in the meanwhile assembled, They 
smiled at each other, twisted their mus- 
taches, and grew confident as the quarter 
hours passed and no soldiers appeared, Fi- 
nally, they jeered in a quiet way, at the 
whole proceeding. 

Towards 11 o'clock an unarmed colored 
man in a Cuban uniform came across the 
dusty square, attended by all the American 
specta’ ors. He was shown to the paymaster, 
but turned out to be an “‘assistant’’ or camp 
follower. 

The American military men consulted tu- 
gethe: and as it was thought he was nut 
entitled to a share of the $3,000,000 and his 
mame not being on the rolls, he was diés- 
missed. 

Maj. Scott, Gen. Ludlow’s adjutant, sent 
word that a man named Harris, a Cuban- 
American serving a sentence in the pen, 
would be sent under guard to get his $75, 60 
at least one man was sure to take the 
gratuity. About 400 men had been expected 
and possibly many of these will come later. 
But the scheme of payment, so far as Ha- 
vana is concerned, looks like a failure. 
Quite different results are expected in the 
country districts where the Cuban military 
assembly and anti-Gomez influence is not 
as strong. 

At noon Gen. Rivera left, remarking that 
it was wasting his time to stay there and 
Maj. Dodge went to the Hotel Trotcha to 
inform Governor-General Brooke of the 
state of affairs. 

Four professed privates appeared at about 
11:30 without arms, but as their names were 
not on the rolls they were not paid. 

When the day closed only seven Cubans 
had come forward and received their $7 
each. 

The cabal of the members of the former 
military assembly to prevent the goldiers 
from accepting the gift of the United 
States and giving up their arms is gsuccess- 
ful, therefore, so far as Havana is con- 
cerned. It ig too early to predict what 
will be done in other cities and in the in- 
terior, but the indications are that the 
money will not be asked for to any great 
extent. Some arms may possibly be turned 
in voluntarilv. 

The anti-Gomez and anti-American ele- 
ments are cheerful to-night, thinking that 
the Americans are baffled and angry. Gen. 
Brooke does not regard to-day as settling 
the question especially significant. A few 
privates in this city and a number of offi- 
cers have had sufficient influence to intim- 
idate some who were otherwise willing to 
accept the American terms, but different 
results are expected in the country dis- 
tricts. Two hours elapsed after the appil- 
cation of the four professed privates, 
whose demands were refused, owing to 
their lack of proof of service, before any 
applicant appeared who furnished satisfac- 
tory evidence that he had served in ths 
Cuban army. Several persons applied, but 
were refused because they could not fur- 
nish the necessary proof. Some were mu- 
sicians and others hospital attendants, but 
all were without the necessary voucher.

On Jan. 3, 1898, Mrs. Julius Laird, a white 
woman, living with her husband on the 
farm of Seminole Chief McGeiser,. the sec- 
ond ghief of the nation, was accosted about 
dusk by an Indian, who asked for her hus- 
band. He was not at home, and she told 
the Indian so. He then attempted to caress 
her and she ordered him out of the house. 

He disappeared, and she went to the 
#mall detached building used for a kitchen, 
leaving her h in the main house, and 
busied herself preparing supper for her 
children, A moment later her little boy 
came running out and cried that the In- 
dian had returned to the house and stolen 
the gun. ei 

At that instant the Seminole appeared 
at the kitchen door. With her babe in her 
arms the woman made a wild effort to get 
at the er which was tied tn the room, 
to get him loose. The Indian struck her 
over the head with the gun, killing her in- 
etantly. 

Her Httle children huddled about her 
body, shrieking with terror. 

Another Indian, who had been in hiding, 
sneaked in. The bulldog, which had brok- 
en its rope, dashed at the Seminoles, but 
was knocked dead by a blow. 

The Indians then submitted the body of 
the woman to unspeakable indignities, and 
taking the infant, which was only a few 
months old, threw it into the house, in- 
fiicting injuries from which it died a few 
days later. 

The Indians then left the other children 
to whatever fate might befall them. The 
night was cold, and they were half frozen 
when their father returned in the morning. 
He found the body of his wife in the yard, 
where it had been partially devoured by 


the hogs. 

The Hensied husband took the children to 
the house of the nearest neighbor and then 
started to organize a party to avenge the 
awful crime. 

The settlers rallied under him and in a 
short time several Indians were arrested, 
among them Lincoln McGeisey, son of the 
Chief who owned the farm on which Laird 
lived, and Palmer Sampson, another Semi- 
nole. Sampson, after being tortured by 

- his captors, confessed, saying he was drunk 
when the mes were committed and that 
MoGeisley alded him and shared in all the 
atrocities, 

The Indians were caught within a few 
miles of the Oklahoma line. The news of 
the crimes had spread to that Territory and | 
they had been in captivity but a few days 
when an Oklahoma mob of 300, led by two 
preneoers, took the prigoners back across 

he line and burned them at the stake.

When Gen. Lawton, who is a bluff soldier without the arts

* of diplomacy, stated that 100,000 men were needed in the 


Philippines all of the organs and agencies of the Administra- 
tion were utilized to discredit the statement. 

But all the news now filtering through the censor tends to 
’ confirm Lawton’s opinion. The Administration seems to be 

preparing the public mind for unpleasant disclosures. The 
Manila‘dispatches indicate that the military operations 
againet the Filipinos have achieved no ‘permanent military re- 
sults, except a diminution of both armies. 

In his description of Lawton’s campaign Frederick Palmer, 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent, throws new light on the 
situation and the causes thereof. He shows that really noth- 
ing substantial bas been gained by the fighting. Places re- 
ported to have been taken were not really taken in a military 
sense and have been abandoned. The troops have merely gone 
through the Filipino lines chasing and shooting Filipinos. If 
the Filipinos keep up the fighting the work must all be done 
Over again. It is not military campaigning, but man hunting, 
and the only successful conclusion of man hunting is the ex- 
termination of the hunted. Unfortunately the hunting expe- 
ditions are costly in American lives and treasure. Our own 
army suffers from bullets, hardship and climate and there is 
@ cry for more men for the sacrifice to imperia] expansion. 

In the light of the news now coming the reason for the 
desperate effort of the Philippine Commission to induce the 
Filipinos to come to terms is apparent.

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A WORD TO WAGE EARNERS. 


The speakers at Thursday’s Anti-Trust banquet were silent 
as to the danger to wage-earners that lies in the monopolizing 
of industry. And yet, if the voters, several millions of whom 
are wage-earners, are to be aroused, this point must not be 
lost sight. of. It is of vital importance. 

At a recent meeting of the Industrial Commission, Mr. 
James W. Lee of Pittsburg, an oil refiner, who is trying to 
|compete with the Standard Oil Trust, speaking of the effect 
of the trust upon labor, said: 

When all the men who are skilled in a certain industry are 
in the employ of one combination the effect is demoralizing, 
not only as to wages but as to independence, self-respect, and 
all manly qualities. Suppose a man is discharged from one 
plant in a combination; he must seek employment in another 
industry, for all the other plants in the combination will be 
warned against him. But for the trust he could apply for 
work to any one of 50 other firms. I knew a case of a thor- 
oughly competent man who was kept out of employment for 
a year because the word was passed to all the managers in 
the trust that he must not be employed. Such conditions 
make men subservient and deprive them of their independ- 
ence. Labé6r is absolutely at the mercy of &*% combination that 
can any day shut down half its plants and, by raising the 
Price, can make just as much money out of the work of 
half as many men. 

Mr. Iee is an employer of labor. What he says applies to 
all the trusts. It will apply with crushing force if the trust 
system is permitted to get complete control of the great in- 
dustries. How do the wage-earners like the prospect? 
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An Illinois organ says that no trust was throttled while the 
Democrats were in power. There is just now, however, some 
lively anti-trust work in some of the,Democratic States. The 
corruption in both parties has greatly hindered the war on 
monopoly. 


ROGER WILLIAMS TO BE RECALLED 


Two or three clergymen and ae few laymen have 
presented a petition to the Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives asking for a reversal of the sentence of expulsion 
against Roger Williams. 

As this notable event took place Oct. 19, 1635, it will be per- 
ceived that it will probably not bring that eminent charac- 
ter back to Massachusetts. But the petitioners reasoned 
that it is better late than never, and even if Williams can- 
not be recalled in the flesh, it may give his spirit some sat- 
isfaction to know that the descendants of his persecutors 
have at last come round to his point of view on the subject 
of religious toleration. Besides, a great quantity of spiritual 
good is said to flow in upon the acknowledgment of a fault, 
and the Massachusetts people probably think the old com- 
monwealth needs all the spiritual light there is to be had 
in these days of conquest and benevolent assimilation of re- 
bellious Tagals. 

The truth is, however, Roger Williams never really left 
Massachusetts. His spirit remained and had its way in spite 
of the bigots. But it is just as well to straighten out the 
record.

PARIS. May 27.—Mme. Catulle Mentlez 

told the Post-Dispatch correspondent to- 

day that she did not witness the duel be- 
tween her husband, the famous poet, and 

Vanor, the dramatic critic, in which the 

former was seriously wounded. 

“T was a witness to the quarrel at the 
theater,” she said 

“It was a childish affair, During the per- 
formance Catulle, who is a great friend 
and admirer of Sarah Bernhardt, who was 
playing ‘Hamlet,’ said to Vanor enthusi- 


ustically, ‘Is it not superb?’ Vanor replied, 
‘I think it ridiculous for a fat man to be 
played by a thin woman.’ 

“Catulle, who all kis life has ardently 
worshiped beauty and art, was carnmed 
away by indignation at this slighting re- 
mark and excial ‘I think you an im- 
becile for the sake of antithesis to decry 
such a splemiid creation of art.’ 

‘“l‘here was great excitement among par- 
tisa®, for and against Bernhardt and when 
leaving the theater Vanor gave Catulle a 
slight blow in the face. 

“A duel then became unavoidable. I am 
not a fighter, and exhausted myeelf trying 
to dissuade Catulle, but in vain. 

“He was stung to the ck by the delib- 
erate insult. A proud and courageous man, 
he could not tolerate such an affront taeea- 
ly, and so I quietly resigned myself to ihe 
inevitable. 

“The next morning, without Catulle’s 
knowledge, I followed him in a fliacre. Our 
good friend, Fernand Desmoulin, the artist, 
who accompanied me, had told me the 
meeting place. 

“I was worn out with fatigue and anxiety, 
and suffered agonies of suspense and fright. 

“I stopped the flacre at Pont de Jatte 
close to Moulin Rogue, and stayed there. | 
wished to go on the ground, but Fernand 
told me it would not stop the duel and 
might unhinge Catulle, placing him at the 
mercy of Vanor, who is a skilled swurds- 


man, 

“There I passed three-quarters of an hour 
of horror while Desmoulin brought me re- 
ports of how the fight was proceeding. 

““He tried to buoy me up, and said finally 
that Catul’e had: only been scratched, hut 
a minute later word came that he had 
fainted. I rushed to the Moulin Rouge 
where I saw my Catulle lying pale und 
death-Iike on a mattress. thought him 
dead, but he was brought round, and my 
brave husband’s first remark to me was: 
‘You here, dearest? You are ioo late. ¥dcu 
missed a beautiful scene and aie very 
dramatic combat. Do not fear, I am not 
much hurt. I did my best; it was no make 
believe duel.’ Then he smiled. I carried him 
home and since then he has been on the 
brink of death, but the doctors now hold ou; 
hope. I have passed through the sorrow 
and fear of a lifetime in these last three 
or four days.”’ 

Madame passed her hand wearily over her 
brow and sighed deeply. Her careworn, 
pale face told of the nervous strain of two 
nights’ unrelaxed watching at the bedside 
of her husband. 

Catulle Mendes has long been known in 
Parts as the chief of the decadent school 
of poets. He fought pluckily in the duel, 
exposing himself frequently in che rmnost 
foolhardy manner t@ Vanor’s sword. Wanor 
could have pinked Bim half a dozen times, 
and sought to end’ the encounter by dis- 
abling him with a wound in the forearm, 
but Mendez’s impetuosity resulted in an ac- 
cidental wound in the stomacn, which at 
one time seemed destined to prove fatal

The opening session of the con- 
gress was marked by great ceremony and 
brought together a large audience, includ- 
ing most of the distinguished German and 
foreign medical men, and it was noted with 
satisfaction that France sent a large dele- 
gation.

The presence of the Empress of Germany 
as patroness of the Congress was noticed 
with appropriate acknowledgment by most 
of the speakers. Dr. Brouardel of Paris 
was the first of the fore.gners to allude 
gracefully to Her Majes:y s presence.

All retail] drug companies in St. Louia, 
except four, are named as respondents in 
the petition. It is alleged that they met, 
aropersy, constituted represeniatives, 
arch 1, 1899, and organized the St. Louis 
Apothecaries’ Association for the avowed 
purpose of controlling the supply and price 
of all patent and proprietary medicines. He 
says that a scale of prices and a limit of 
supply were fixed and-that the members 
agreed to abide by the action of the asgo- 
ciation. 
The allegation is made that four retail 
drug firms refused to enter the association 
although invited to do so. It is claimed 
that a systematic campaign to force them 
into the association was originated. The 
wholesale druggists in St. ouls, it is 
charged, were threatened with loss of the 
trade of the members of the association 
if they sold to those who had refused to 
join. It is claimed that the wholesalers 
were so alarmed at this threat that they 
refused to gell goods to the four retailers 
who remained out of the association. It 
is alleged that the four objecting retailers 
were told that if they would join the as- 
sociation and adopt its scale of prices on 
proprietary and patent medicines, they 
4 ee buy goods from the 8t. Louis whole- 
salers. 
The Attorney-General charges that the 
functions which the association is perform- 
ing class it definitely with trusts, and 
declares that it is existing contrary to the 
laws of Missouri. He charges that the re- 
tail druggists who have joined it have 
erverted the spirit of their franchises and 
Rave lost all — to exercise them. He 
asks that their licenses be revoked as pun- 
ishment and that they be fined $100 a day 
for the period they have belonged to the 
organization, in accordance with the pro- 
vision of the Missouri Statutes.

STRIKES AGAINST COMBINES. 


HEAVY FINES IMPOSED FOR V{0- 
LATION OF THE ACT. 


Every Corporation Will Be Compelled 
to Make Annual Affidavits That 
They Are Not Affiliated 
With Any Trust. 


WHERE TEXAS STANDS. 


‘Every combination of capital or its equiy- 
alent for the restraint of trade, whether or- 
ganized under the laws of Texas or any 
other State, dolog business within the State, 
is deemed a trust or monopoly. 

‘The giving away of an article or selling 
it for less than cost for the purpose of pre- 
venting free competition in manufacture or 
distribution is prohibited. 

**Refusal to buy of or sell to any person be- 
cause he is not a member of a combination 
is prohibited. 

“Combinations for the regulation of ineur- 
ance are prohibited. 

‘*Vivlators of the act are subject te a loss 
of their charters or prohibited from doing 
business within the State and are subject to 
a fine of $200 to $5000 for each offense. Each 
day’s business is a separate offense. 

‘‘Prosecutors are given one-fourth ef the 
penalties. All court business may be set 
aside for the trial of a case under this 
act. 

‘“‘Purchasers of articles manufactured by 
violators of the law cannot be obliged to 
pay for them. 

‘‘Each corporation is required yearly to 
state under oath whether it is in any pool. 
Failure to answer within 80 days is consid- 
ered evidence of guilt. 

‘“‘All associations for the collection of news 
or its distribution which refuse to sell to all 
applicants are considered guilty without ex- 
tenuation.’’ 

—Eseence of the Texae Anti-Trust Law.

AUSTIN, Tex., May 27.—The Legislature 
adjourned gine die at noon to-day, after 
being in session 114 days and passing the 
most drastic anti-trust law in the United 
States. 

It is doubtful if a more stringent measure 

ever was given serious consideration by any 
legislative body in the world. The new law 
becomes effective on the last day of Jan- 
uary, 1900. 
The law defines with great minuteness 
what constitutes a trust or monopoly, con- 
sidering even fire insurance and like con- 
cerns as of that class, and states what they 
may do in furtherance of their business 
and what they may not do under penalty of 
the heavy fines of the meagure. It concludes 
by declaring that any association for the 
collection of ws and its distribution 
which shaliéserve the right of choosing to 
whom it shal! se its wares is a monopoly 
and subject to the penalties of the act. 

In setting forth the scope of the act the 

reatest ig given to defining what in- 
ustries come under the ban. Any _cor- 
poration organized under the laws of Texas 
or any other State and transacting any 
kind of business withig the State, any 
partnership, or any association of persons 
whatsoever that shall become a party toany 
trust, pool, agreement, combination, con- 
federation or understanding to regulate or 
fix the price of any article manu actured, 
mined or in any way produced within the 
State or for the insurance of any property 
against fire losses, lightning losses or storm 
losses, or to limit the amount of produc- 
tion of any article or the price of a prem- 
ium ig adjudged guilty of conspiracy to de- 
fraud. 

A monopoly is declared to be any union 
or combination or consolidation or affilia- 
tion of capital, credit, assets, property. 
trade, custom, skill or acts or of any other 
valuable thing or possession by or between 
persons, firms or corporations, or associa- 
tions of persons, firms or corporations, 
whereby any of the purposes or objects 
mentioned in the act are accomplished or 
are sought to be accomplished or promoted, 
or whereby the results set forth in the act 
are ‘reasonably calculated” to be produced, 


a monopoly, ‘‘as defined in the act,” 
i Recapen og be unlawful and against 
public policy, and anyone conoerned there- 
with is deemed guilty of a conspiracy to de- 
fraud and is subject to the penalty of a fine 
not less than $ or more than $5000 for 
each offense. In the section setting forth 
the penalty it is specifically set forth that 
“each day such person, corporation, part- 
nership or association shall continue to vio- 
late the provisions of the act shall consti- 
tute a separate offense. Hence at $5000 
an offense it may be quite costly to vio- 
late the new anti-trust law of Texas. 

Methods by which trusts and monopolies 
seek to drive competition out of business 
are treated with great care. After stating 
what a truest and e monopoly is, the third 
section sets forth that any of the various 
bodies d bed in the act which “shall, 
with the intent or purpose of driving out 
competition or for the purpose of financially 
injuri competitors, sell at less than the 
cost of manufacture, or give away their 
manufactured products for the purpose of 
driving out competition or injuring a com-

The fining of guilty corporations, however, 
is the lesser of two penalties. It is pro- 
vided explicitly in the act that any cor- 
poration or body organized or created under 
the laws of the State, which shall be found 
guilty of violating any of the provisions of 
the act shall ‘‘thereby forfeit its corporate 
rights and franchises, and its corporate ex- 
istence shall, upon prgper proof being made 
thereof in any court Of competent jurisdic- 
tion in the State, be declared forfeited, void 
and of noneffect, and shall thereupon cease 
and determine.”’ If the violater be the child 
of any other State it must cease at once to 
do business within the confines of Texas. 

The action of any agent of the company 
is considered to be prima facie evidence of 
the act of the company or corporation, and 
such testimony is to be final. 

It is the duty of the clerk of the court to 
certify such verdict at once to the Secre- 
tary of State or the Commissioner of Insur- 
ance and the duty of such officials to forfeit 
such franchises or compel the.cessation of 
business. 

It is furthermore made the duty of the 
Secretary of State to inquire in July of 
each year, and ‘“‘at such other times as he 
may deem necessary,’’ of every company or 
individual doing business within the State 
as to whethemit or he has any part of its 
or his business within a trust, as named in 
the act, and to require answer under oath. 
A specific form of affidavit for this pur- 
pose is made a part of the act. Any com- 
pany or person which may refuse to make 
such answer or which fails to do so within 
30 days after the blank oath is sent out is 
considered to have given prima facie proof 
that it or he is a violator of the act, and 
every. day after the expiration of the 30 
days mentioned is considered a separate 
offense. 

It is made the duty of the prosecuting 
attorney of each county to prosecute cases 
and collect fines and to secure the for- 
feiture of charters as rapidly as possible, 
and if a corporation be chartered under the 
laws of another State to take the steps 
necessary to collect penalties. 

It is provided further that no evidence 
which may be secured through the medium 
of any affidavit sent to the Secretary of 
State shall be made the basis of a criminal 
prosecution. 


That the prosecuting attorneys may have 
a spur to their actions ft is provided that 
they shall be entitled to one-fourth of all 
the penalties collected. And that there may 
be no delay in bringing offenders to justice 
it is provided that such cases, upon motion 
of the prosecuting attorney, shall take 
precedence of all other court business, 

It is further provided that any company 
or individual ‘‘who may be the owner or 
lessee of a patent to any machinery de- 
signed for manufacturing any raw mate- 
rials or preparing tHe:>same for market, 
who shall operate the same in their own 
name and refuse to put the same on the 
market for sale’’ shall be adjudged a mem- 
= of a monopoly as defined by the new 
aw. 

The law further declares to be unlawful 
the sale of any article by any person or 
corporation violating the provisions of the 
statute and provides that the purchaser of 
such article need not pay for it, such pur- 
chaser being allowed to plead the provisions 
of the law in defense of refusal to pay. 
payment has been made, it is added, the 
purchaser can never recover by suit. 

Every association of men for the purpose 
of gathering news which “shall refuse to 
sell items of news to more than one news- 
paper to a stated number of inhabitants tn 
any city. town or subdivision of the State 
of Texas’’ is adjudged guilty, as is every as- 
sociation of newspapers formed for the 
purpose of exchanging news which may re- 
quire its members, under pain of forfeitin 
ing their membership, not to exchange with 
Rewapapere not members of the associa- 

on. 

Before the measure was enrolled in the 
Senate it was carefully reviewed by a board 
of lawyers.

ITS CAPITAL IS $80,000,000. 


THE PLANTS ARE WORTH ONLY 
$17,980,000. 


Those Figures Represent the Total 
Capital of the Concerns Before 
They Were Amalgamated 
by Financiers.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The newest 
trust of the week is the $80,000,000 trust, 
representing 90 per cent of the output of 
tube and pipe in this country. It was 
formed in Wall street on Thursday, the 
underwriters being J. P. Morgan & Co. 
The usual invitation to the public to invest 
will be issued, presumably, as soon as the 
stocks can be listed on the stock exchange. 

The new company is to be known as the 


National Tube Co., and the capital stock, 
its pesmeters announce, is to ba equally 
divided between common and preferred, the 
latte rbeing 7 per cent cumulative. 

The Post-Dispatch bureau in this city in- 
structed its correspondents in the cities 
where the 11 plants now composing this 
great new trust are located to report the 
actual capitalization of each plant, the size 
of its works and the number of hands em- 
eee Results of these inquiries show 
hat plants having an aggregate capitaliza- 
tion of $17,960,000, with works covering 139 
acres, and employing 12,120 men, ave 
formed a trust with a capitalization of 

, 000,000. Two other concerns—the a- 
tional Galvanizing Co. and the Riverside 
Iron Works—are expected to join the trust, 
but they will not add largely to the aggre- 
gate given above. 

It is related that when the woolen trust 
was organized the conscientious New Eng- 
land manufacturers suggested to the Wall 
street promoters that $5,000,000 would be a 
fair capitalization. . 

. no,”’ was the reply. “You'll have 
to push your capitalization up to $40,000,000 
or $60,000,000 and then we can float it. A 
$5 000,000 trust is too small to bother with.”

RESUMED. 


The State Supreme Court Holds That 
the Act Was Not Intended to 
Have an Extra Territorial 
Operation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., May 27.—Every in- 
surance company in Little Rock is doing 
busineSs this afternoon. The Supreme Court 
this morning decided the cases brought by 
the Attorney-General] against all the foreign 
insurance companies doing business in Ar- 
kansas. 

The act passed by the late Legislature 
imposes a penalty of $100 per day upon all 
insurance companies a business in the 
State that have entered into any pool or 
combination affecting rates. The Attorney- 
General contended that it applied to all 
combinations, whether in or outside of the 
State, and that companies incurred the pen- 
alty if they were members of any com- 
a to control prices in any part of the 
world. 

The Supreme Court affirms the decision 
of the lower court, which held that the 
act was not intended to have an extra-ter- 
ritorial operation. It declares that it is in 
the power of the State to exclude foreign 
corporations if it sees fit, but that the 
statute is highly penal and should receive 
a strict construction and that to give an 
extra-territorial effect to an act thus mak- 
ing its operation depend on acts done in 
other States or countries, which do not con- 
cern Arkansas, would be highly unusual, 
and that such a construction should not 
be put upon the act unless demanded by 
its plain language, that what the statute 
ls designed to punish its only a combina- 
tion to contro] prices of insurances in Ar- 
kansas. The decision meets with much 
commendation from all the business men 
of Little Rock. 


EXAOT TERMS OF THE LAW JUST 
ENACTED IN NEW YORE. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 27.—By the provisions 
of the franchise tax just passed by the 
Legislature and signed by the Governor, 
the State is to levy the assessment but the 
tax will go to the municipalities. The efact 
terms of the law are: 

All franchises for surface, underground 
or elevated railroads, including value of 
such franchises and rights: all corporations 
for conducting steam, heat, water, oil, 
electricity, including electricity for tele- 


graphic, telephonic or other purposes, or 
any property, substance or product capable 
of transportation; in mains, tanks or pipes 
above or under any public street; all fran- 
chises for mines, for wharfage and‘ cross- 
ings and bridges. A special franchise shall 
be deemed to include the value of the tan- 
gible property ef a person, copartnership, 
association, or corporation, aituated in, 
upon, under or above any street, highway, 
public place or public waterg in connection 
with the special franchise. The tangible 
property so included shall be taxed as a 
part of the special franchise.”’ 

The tax will be fixed by the State Board 
of Tax Commissioners. The Board shall 
annually fix and determine the valuation of 
each such franchise subject to assessment 
in each city, town, village or tax district. 
Local assessors are required to furnish the 
State Board with whatever information may 
be required. The State Tax Commissioners 
shall then file not less than ten nor more 
than 30 days before the date fixed by law 
for the annual assessment a statement of 
the valuation of franchises to be taxed in 
each taxed district in the State. “Each city, 
town or village clerk shall, within five days 
after the receipt by him of a statement of 
assessment of a special franchise by ths 
State Board of Tax Commissioners, deliver 
a copy of such statement certified by him to 
the assessors or other officers charged with 
the duty of making local assessments, in 
each tax district in such city, town or vil- 
lage.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, May 27.—The 
United States steamer Solace, which ar- 
rived from Manila and Honolulu, brings 
news that William G,.

Then he 
stood erect and with his hands clasped to- 
gether he plunged into the water. 

The crew of a near-by tug saw the man 
struggling in the water and put out after 
him. One of them threw a rope, but Cornan 
refused to be saved. Then one of the men 
leaped from the deck and an instant later 
the old man was fast in the boatman 8 
grasp. The two fought In the water. Cor- 
nan pleaded to be let go. He was finally 
overpowered and brought to shore, where 
he was rolled on the river bank for 15 
minutes. He was sent in an ambulance to 
the City Hospital. It was sup osed that 
Cornan was demented and Dr. Nietert or- 
dered him locked up in a cell of the ob- 

i ward. 

ote erne reporter he said: “Without work 
or money and desertéd by my best friends 
I cared to live no longer. Of late I have 
been rooming at the Illinois House and I 
didn’t have money to pay my rent there, 
and knowing no way to get any I ‘was af- 
forded an additional reason for wanting to 
kill myself.

THE CELEBRATED COW CASE. 


Judges Bland and Bond Reply to 
Judge Biggs’ Response to 
Their Rejoinder. 


Judge Biggs’ sarcastic answer to the 
supplemental opinion of the majority of 
the Court of Appeals in the famous New- 
ton County cow case of James T. Wasson 
ageinst John J. McCook, receiver of the 


St. Louls & San Francisco Railroad, has 
called forth a reply in like terms from 
Judges Bland and Bond. 

Judge Biggs’ answer charged that a mm- 
jority of the court had violated a wells 
established rule of practice in taking the 
case as resubmitted for a rehearing with- 
out the consent of counsel for both sides. 
They deny this as well as his allegation 
that they practically admitted that whey 
had misstated the facts in the case 

The reply in full is as follows: 


Io his supplemental dissenting opinion Judge 
Biggs thakes the statement that we admitted 
in our supplemental opinion that we bad mis- 
stated facts in the original opinion. The re- 
verse of his statement is true. No euch ad- 
mission is made or intimated, On the con- 
trary, it is expressly stated and shown by 
quotations from the evidence, that the con- 
trolling facts in the case. were correctly stated 
in the original opinion, as will appear from a 
Feading of the supplemental opinion on®file in 
the Clerk’s office, which is a public record, 
= will be published in due time in the re- 
ports. 

Judge Biggs also states that {it has not been 
the practice to sustain a motion for rehearing 
and to take the case as resubmitted without 
consent and in the absence of counsel. This 
statement is contradicted by the records of 
this court, as will appear by the record en- 
tries made in the following cases (by numbers), 
to-wit: 6897, 7226, 7228, 7204, 7157, and in the 
cases of Bassett vs. Grantham and State vs. 
Goff, in each of which a motion for rehearing 
Was granted, and in the same order was taken 
as resubmitted and an opinion was prepared 
and filed without further oral argument or an 
opportunity being given to file additional briefs.

agreeing to the order made in each of these 
case and as concurring in the subsequent 
opinions. These records are public records, and 
open to the inspection of any one who wishes 
to be correctly informed of this practice of 
the court heretofore adopted and acted on by 
all ite members without objection.

abandon his New York establishment. On 
the contrary, he contemplates enlarging it, 
and he has engaged two well known St.

In ancient days Cesar divided all Gaul 
into three parts. In these days the world 
may be divided into only two—those who 
play golf and those who do not. And yes- 
terday afternoon was devoted to those who 
do. 

Golf is a whole institution, all by itself. 
The very year that Columbus planted the 
flag of Spain in the new world the King 
of Scotland ordered that golf be no longer 


played, as it interfered with the noble pur- 
suit of archery. So golf is the aristocrat 
of field sports, for it has a family tree that 
etretches back several hundred years. 

Golf has a language of its own, that to 
the elect is full of meaning, but to the 
Philistine and the Ishmaelite—the man who 
does not play—it is as ancient Greek. With 
its ‘“‘bunkers’’ and ‘“‘tees’’ and “puts” and 
‘cleeks’’ and ‘“‘caddies,”’ it needs (and has) 
a dictionary and an alphabet of its own. 
It is an expressive language to the golfer, 
but an outsider could use it as handily for 
strange oaths as Dr. Johnson found alge 
braic terms when he held his memorable 
contest with the Bil Bapgece fishwife.

LONDON, May 27.—Mr. Peter Dunne was 
found by the Post-Dispatch representative 
in a high state of indignation Thursday 
while the author of “Mr. Dooley” was 
dressing to attend the Royal Theater fund 
dinner. 
* “What doI think of London? It is still 
the center of piracy, as it always has been.” 

He had arrived to find Mr. Dooley the 
literary topic, selling in hundred thousand 
lots, but its author not getting a cent. Only 
one firm has paid him a royalty, yet every 
time he walks along the Strand he sees a 
tremendous trade driven by street hawkers 
in a 2-cent edition of ‘‘Dooley’s Deliver- 
ances,”’ of which a million will shortly be 
circulated. 

“It is a rather good subject for your new 
work,” suggested the Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent. 

“Not a bad idea, but I shall take good 
care to copyright it.” 

By this time Dunne was leaving his rooms 
in a quiet street not far from the Strand 
to join Ambassador Choate as guest at the 
theatrical banquet. 

“My impressions of London up to now? 
My mind has received but one—the stagger- 
ing enterprise of English publishers. Amer- 
icans are smart at legalized piracy, but 
sey are only ‘prentices to the big guns 

ere.’’ 

“What think you of England?’ 

“It is not paradise. Some features sug- 

est another quarter, but I should say that 

ndon is one of the most agreeable places 
to live in, though I am not forgetting that I 
have never been in any other city outside 
of the United States. am going to see a 
few places on the Continent and then I am 
off to Ireland. I have some friends there 
already, for my people emigrated from 
there. I will go first to: Dublin and then 
I gheall look for the ancestral mansion 
Kerry—that is, if the cabin of the Dunnes 
has not crumbled to decay ere this.”’ 

“Are you taking your ancestral antipa- 
thies to your ancestral home?’ 

“T have no antipathies. They are a bur- 
den to a man, and I am not parrying any, 
not even to the English publisher. only 
learn from him that I should have copy- 
righted Dooley at the outset.”’ 

“In that event I would be a rich man 
instead of only a Chicago journalist over 
here for a short holiday.’’ 

‘‘Hiow do you find the English people?" 
‘T’ve only met old friends so far, but 
my acquaintances are growing. I prefer to 
observe from obscurity people I’m about to 
write about. They are very kind and hos- 
pitable—as good as Americans.’’ 

‘‘When do you return?” 

‘In September. By that timelI shall have 
explored this country pretty well, also 
Paris and Berlin. But I confess my great- 
est interest is in Ireland. I am looking 
forward to it in the nature of an Irish 
exile’s dream, day and night my ambition 
is to breathe the air that first gave my 
parents breath. Most of my time will be 
spent there.”

Indians in the United States will be sent 
there. The structure will likely be three 
stories high and the intention is to have it 
ready for occupancy early in the fall. It 
will be just one and one-eighth miles east 
of Canton. 

Oddly enough, diseases of all kinds are 
eroasng the greatest havoc among the best 
eared for and richest tribes. Those who 
have to work to support themselves are 
gradually increasing in numbers. Among 
the Osages, in Oklahoma, for example, the 
death rate is something startling. The na- 
tion comprises 16,000 Ind!ans and has $9,000,- 
000 to its credit drawing interest in the 
United States treasury. The reds live in 
nothing short of luxury, but rameg 4 in life 
the braves grow fat and flabby. then con- 
tract consumption and die. The Sioux, 
numbering about 20000 are on the increase. 
They have no such nest egg as the Osages 
and have to work harder for their livings. 
It agrees with them. 

“The Sioux are als) making rapii progress 
along educational lines. The old full bloods, 
who never cared for education and stolidly 
refused to accept advancement, are dying 
off. There was no hope for them and the 
only thing to do is to let them go. Most 
of the aborigines with whom we now have 
to deal have more or less white blood in 
their veins. The current idea that educa- 
tion makes them more vicious when they 
return to their reservations is erroneous. 
Our statistics show that 76 per cent of the 
number lead fairly correct lives. It is true, 
however, that an Indian inclined to be a 
disturber, is worse when endowed with 
education.”

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The President 
has bought a new trap. 

It is constructed upon the most fashion- 
able lines, is strictly up to date, embodies 
all that ig modern, including rubber tires, 
meets all the requirements of society folk 
and, altogether, is the smartest turnout 
ever owned by a chief magistrate of the 
United States. 

It is for the exclusive use of Mr. and airs. 
McKinley. There is one seat in front and 
a single seat behind for the footman., 

The trap was not purchased for the pur- 
pose of ostentation, nor because it is styl- 
ish, but because it will afford the Presidcnt 


more opportunity fcr outdoor exercise. 

With this rig he handles the reins him- 
self and thus gets the full benefit of his 
drives. Mr. McKinley enjoys driving when 
he guides the horses himself. He is 4 
horseman of no mean ability, as he proved 
last winter when he drove a spirited 6pan 
hitched to a cutter. 

He drove his favorite pair of blacks, 
which have usually drawn the President's 
private carriage. The graceful manner in 
which he handles the steeds attracts the 
attention and admiration of pedestrians. 

With Mrs. McKinley at his side, he thor- 
oughly enjoys the innovation. They take 
aepin along Connecticut avenue, the most 
fashionable thoroughfare in Washington. 
Coming and going are traps, carriages and 
rigs of every description, but none please 
the fastidious eye more than the Presiden- 
tial turnout. 

The President enjoys his trap the more 
because Mrs. McKinley can share the pleas- 
ure with him. Some monthe ago he fre- 
quently took horseback rides, but he could 
not have the company of his wife, whose 
comfort is always his first thought. 

The President’s physician has prescribed 
outdoor exercise in most liberal doses, and 
doubtless it will soon be a common sight 
to see the Chief Executive dashing about 
the thoroughfares and suburban drives in 
his trap. 

Mr. McKinley had considerable difficulty 
in getting a team to his liking, as he wants 
a team full of life and speedy as well 

In addition to his drives the President 
will take an hour’e walk daily. This does 
not mean that he will appear more fre- 
quently on the streets than heretofore, 
as the White House grounds afford wide 
latitude for this kind of exercise. 


PRISONERS ALL. FREE 


LAST OF PHOENIX PARK CON- 
SPIRATORS AT LIBERTY. 


DUBLIN, May 27.—The release of O’Han- 
lan, Mullet and James Fitzharris, alias 
“Skin the Goat,” political prisoners, recalls 
a tragedy of 17 years ago. 


Lord Frederick Cavendish, Chief Secre- 
tary. and Under Secretary Burke arrived 
in Ireland on May 6, 1882. Next day they 
took a walk in Phoenix Park, Dublin. 

A jaunting car suddenly drove up beside 
them and four men jumped out, leaving a 
fifth to hold the reins. he men drew 
knives and started for Mr. Burke. Lord 
Cavendish called them ruffians and tried 
to help his companion by striking at his 
assailants with an umbrella. Cavendish 
and Burke were both killed and their mur- 
derers drove off as rapidly as they had 
come. 

All the civilized world rang with the 
crime. Friends of Ireland saw all their 
cherished hopes dashed to the ground; in 
England a spirit of revenge seized the peo- 
ple. Meanwhile an elaborate detective ser- 
vice was arranged, and in time the plot of 
the “Irish Invincibles’’ to murder all men 
in offcial positions was discovered. ‘The 
‘*Invincibles’’ had about 250 members. 

Joseph Brady, Timothy Kelly, Thomas 
Caffrey and Patrick Delaney were the oc- 
cupants of the car, and Fitzharris, better 
known as “Skin the Goat,” a professional 
car driver, sat on the box. Brady, Kelly 
and Caffrey were excused; Delaney’s sen- 
tence was commuted to imprisonment for 
Hfe, which penalty was also meted out to 
Fitzharris. 

The rest of the conspirators were caught, 
17 in all, including Joseph Mullet, who at- 
coup tes the life of Justice Bield; and 
O’Hanlon, who was mixed up in several 
murder plots. James Care 
ers turned informers, and gave evidence 
that convicted all. ullet and O’Hanlon 
got life sentences. Others were executed. 

The mysterious ‘‘No., 1” of Carey’s revela- 
tions was finally identified as Tynan, who 
was executed, along with severa] others. 
O’Hanlon, Fitzharris and Mullet were the 
last of the conspirators left alive and in 
prison, and now they are free. The others 
were either executed or died in prison, 
while a few who served their shorter terms 
went mad.

Armed and Defiiant, Capt, Carl Marks 
Bluffs Of fEnglish and Ameri- 
can Officers.

rafter passing a hard winter and receiving 
no ealary, owing to the appointment of a 
receiver for the Atlantic Transportation 
Co., the captains and crews of 6 other 
schooners left their vessels and returned 
to Cleveland. Not so with Capt. Marks. 
He said some one owed him and his crew 
wages, and until these were paid he in- 
tended retaining possession of the boat. He 
submitted his proposition to the crew and 
they stayed with him, but as no salary 
was forthcoming the crew gradually de- 
soreed the old sea dog untfl only three are 
eft. 

The receiver for the Atlantic Transpor- 
tation Co. complained to the State Depart- 
ment here, and Secretary Hay directed 
the United States Consul to have Capt. 
Marke arrested and the control of the 
schooner given to an appointee of the re- 
ceiver. The Consul sought permission, but 
was informed that if he fried to arrest 
the captain, he, Marks, would fill him full 
of shot holes. 

The receiver wants possession of th 
6chooner and filed an indemnifying bon 
to stand all damages ifthe captain could 
.be relieved of command. The State De- 
artment, through the Consul, asked the 

anadian Government to assist. A boat- 
load of pottcomen was sent to take Capt. 
Marks off his vessel. The captain present- 
ed himself at the side of his schooner fair- 
ly bristling with weapons, and waving the 

merican flag in one hand, a big revolver 
in the other, declared he would whip the 
entire police force of the Dominion if they 
came on board his boat. The Canadians 
did not venture aboard. 

The Consul and the Canadians are now 
trying to starve Marks out. 


GOING AFTER UNCLE RUSSELL 


Mr. Sage Disagrees With the Internal 
Revenue Department on the 
Stamp Question.

NEW YORK, May 27.—The Internal Rev- 
enue Department is preparing a case

The one marked a “put” was an agree- 
ment by Mr. Sage to purchase a specified 
number of shares of stock at an agreed 

rice at any time within a certain period. 

he “call” was a similar agent to 
sell to the bearer a specified number of 
sheres of stock at an agreed price within 
a certain period. The ‘spread’ was Uncle 
Russell’s promise to buy or sell stock, 
offered or demanded within a certain range 
of emt and period of time. 

_ Mr. age designates these ers a 
‘privileges.’ He says that such © oftviiens 
is net a transfer of stock, but only conveys 
to the holder the right to deliver or call 
for a certain quantity of specified stock at 
a specified price within a certain time. 

He objects to paying a stamp tax on these 
agreements, because when the stock men- 
Uioned in the memorandum is transferred 
the legal tax is paid and a double tax would 
thus ve collected for the one transfer.

BROOKLYN HANDICAP. 


BANASTAR FIRST PAST POST. 


Lanky Bob Was Gecond, Lengths 
Away, and Filigrane the Favorite 
Came Third. 


NFIW YORK, May 27.~—The 18th running 
of the Brooklyn Handicap was an upeet, 
but not so great as it has been in some 
other years, when a rank outsider was the 
winner, for, In spite of the good work done 
by Banastar and the fast time tn his races 
this spring, he was not at much fancied as 
he should have been, and he won all alone, 

Lanky Bob wae eecond, and the favorite, 
Fillerane, could do no better than third. 
The perfect weather brought a great crowd 
to the track. Gummer weather in New 
York City gave place to a chilling wind 
from the ocean, and the sun had shone 
brightly during the day, but when the bugle 
called the candidates for the handicap to 
the post it had gone under a cloud and ev- 
erything was dull gray. It was 4:15 when 
the horses began their parade to the post. 
Longe before the hour for the first event 
every seat in the grandstand was taken. 
In the -cent fleld the 7000 tickets that had 
been provided were sold out an hour be- 
fore the first race gnd the boxes had to 
be opened and the pasteboards resold. 
There were fully 15,000 in the fleld, and at 
least 10.000 were in the grandstand and 
paddock. It is safe to say that 25,000 people 
applauded the horses on the way to the 
post. 

There was a break within three min- 
utes, but Don d’Oro did not care to join the 
field, and so the flag did not fall. Yor 
about half an hour the 16 horses maneuv- 
ered, Box spoiling one break, George Keene 
another, the winner, Banastar, another, 
and Don @’Oro another. At last the starter 
caught them in line, the flag swished, the 
echo flag dropped, the great crowd cnied, 
“They’re off!’ and the race was_ begun. 
George Keene was quickest on his feet, for 
he jumped to the front, although the favor- 
ite, Wiliarane, showed in front for a #ec- 
ond. The Western mare, Imp, was quick 
to break and held gecond place for an in- 
stant, but she soon dropped back. in the 
first quarter George Keene and Filigrane 
were showing the way, with Banastar in 
third place, only a head behind. 

The leaders were separated by a head. 
They passed the grand stand for the first 
time with George Keene and Filigrane g0- 
ing along easily in front, a scant length in 
front of Banastar, on whom Maher had 
something more than a steadying pull, for 
it took all his strength to prevent the 4- 
year-old from jumping over the top of the 
two leaders. The rest of the lot were 
bunched, with Algol leading them, a length 
behind Banastar, As they rounded the low- 
er turn Keene and Filigrane were rating 
along comfortably, and Banastar was > still 
buck-jumping behind them, showing that 
he had a world of speed in reserve. Both 
Keene and Filigrane were running head 
and head as they straightened out, while 
Banastar was a length and a half back of 
them. Algol was still leading the second 
division, all being close together. On round- 
ing into the reg 7 turn, ‘Maher, on Banas- 
tar. let out a link or two, and before the 
boys on Keene and Filigrane knew it Ban- 
astar was sailing past them as if they were 
standing still. Banastar suddenly was first 
and, devouring the ground with every 
stride, had a commanding lead before the 
jockeys on the two leaders had the slight- 
est idea that anything was near them. 
It was a wonderful burst of speed, like 
nothing that had been seen on the track 
before, and stamped Banastar at once as 
one of the highest of high-class race 
horses, In almost the twinkling of an eye 
he had taken a lead of. fully six lengths, 
and turning into the stretch was that dis- 
tance in front. The crowd yelled like mad, 
and it seemed as if everybody had backed 
the winner. The run through the stretch 
was nothing, as Banastar was far, tar 
ahead, with absolutely nothing to stop him 
from winning. 

Maher had him up in his lap, to prevent 
him from making too great an exhibition. 
The only semblance of a contest was for 
the place between the favorite and Lanky 
Bob. <As they rushed past the judges’ 
stand Lanky \Bob whipped out and three 
lengths behind the winner, was just a 
length in front of the favorite, who was a 
couple of lengths in front of Don d’Oro. 

The time, 2:064, might have been a good 
bit faster had Maher tried to make it so. 
The other stake on the card was the Ex- 
pectation, for 2-year-olds at four and half 
furlongs. His Royal Highness, although 
carrying top weight, was made a hot fa- 
vorite at odds-on, but Rikki Tikki Tavt 
upset all calculations by winning by a 
neck in a drive from Vuleain, who was a 
head before Prince of Melbourne, third.

Tage story is simple enough. George 
Burr'and Lizzie Campbell, now Mrs, burr, 
were born and raised in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, Their parents were neighbors.

Alger and McMillan Face to 
Face in Michigan. 


CONTEST FOR SENATORSHIP, 


THE FIGHT HAS BEGUN WITH 
EVERY VOTER IN IT. 


At the Opening the Senator Has tne 
Advantage of Organization, but 
the War Secretary Is an 
Able Politician, 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., May 27.—Al- 
though the fight for the Michigan Senator- 
ship between Alger and McMillan will not 
be formally decided until a year from next 
winter, the battle of the “‘bar'ls’’ has al- 
ready begun and every voter in the State 
is taking sides in the fray. 

Both candidates are rich and in“ the 
minds of candidates for the Legislature the 
money is already flowing out for votes. 


That the fight is to be to a finish, with 
no quarter either asked or given, is already 
shown by the avowed fandilane of the rival 
Republican leaders so long before the de- 
Cisive ballot is to be taken. 

The fact that Alger is a member of the 
Cabinet lends much interest to the contest. 

In order to retain his seat Mr. MeMillan 
will practically have to break precedent. 
Up to the present time Michigan has hon- 
ored only one senator with a third term, 
and that was ‘‘Zach"’ Chandler—who, in- 
deed, was elected a fourth time shortay be- 
fore his death. This argument of precedent 
is being used with all possible potency by 
the pipers, but by itself it wil] not avail, 
Behind Senator McMillan stand Senator 
Burrows, most of the Congressmen, and 
practically all the Federal office holders in 
the State. As yet Gen. Alger’s forces are 
unorganized, while against him is arrayed 
a formidable machine, in thorough work- 
ing order. His friends say, though, that 
his victory is assured, and that his influ- 
ence, popularity and prestige will be more 
powerful than the strongest organization 
which his opponents can create. 

Senator McMillan was elected for a sec- 
ond term in 1895, and was accorded the hon- 
or of receiving the unanimous vote of both 
Houses, It was then understood two terms 
would og | his ambition. Less than six 
months ago it was even announced he se- 
riously contemplated resigning to accept a 
foreign mission. In the event of his re- 
tirement {it was the current gossip that 
Gen. Alger would ‘be his heir. Gen, Alger 
would have been willing, and when Senator 
McMillan failed to lay aside the toga he 
announced himself as a candidate for the 
succession in the natural order of things. 
He apprehended no difficulty in finding a 
inemnny | two years hence, but now Ne 
knows better. 

This sudden change in Senator McMil- 
lan’s attitude recalls interesting political 
history—history that must be reviewed to 
gain an understanding of the situation. Tals 
history dates back nearly two years, when 
Gov. Pingree was seeking a second term. 
Senator McMillan ardently desired his de- 
feat, but the second-term tradition was s0 
Strongly in the Governor’s favor that to 
encompass his retirement a combination of 
all the stalwart elements was necessary. 

Gen. Alger was invited to join the com- 
bine, and agreed to do all he could to help 
the movement along. This organization of 
the anti-Pingreeites had progressed so far 
that headquarters were opened at Detroit, 
with former Gov. John T. Rich in charge. 
But Gen. Alger suddenly pulled out of the 
deal, and from being a warm “anti’’ he be- 
came a hot advocate of Gov. Pingree’s re- 
nomination. This caused the abandonment 
of the ant!-Pingree campaign, 

The campaign for the Senatorial seat to 
which Mr. Burrows was re-elected last Jan- 
vary was in progress at the same time. 
Senator McMillan wanted Mr. Burrows re- 
elected, and threw all his strength and in- 
fluence into the campaign in his behalf. 
Gov. Pingree carried his fight upon Mr. 
Burrowe to such an extent as to openly 
antagonize Republican candidates for the 
Legislature who were known to be nomi- 
nated in Mr. Burrows’ interest. Gen. Alger 
was called upon both by Senator McMillan 
and Gov. Pingree to take a hand, but he 
kept aloof. Mr. Burrows was re-elected, 
but Senator McMillan’s resentment against 
Gen. Alger was deep. 

The gossip that Senator McMillan would 
neuen ceased very e6uddenly after the cloee 
of the Senatorial campaign in January, and 
in the inner circles it was intimated that 
instead of stepping aside in Gen. Alger’s 
behalf, when his term expired, he would use 
his utmost endeavors to bring some other 
candidate into the fleld; But McMillan is 
bt ape ape jacking in men of commandin 
strength or even of more than local promi. 
nence. None better than Senator McMillan 
knew the dimensions of the proposition of 
running an almost unknown against a 
man so strong as the Secretary of War. 
It is this consideration which is said to 
have influenced him to enter the field as a 
candidate for a third term. 

In his politics Senator McMillan {s fair 
and above board, and this characteriaetic 
is manifest upon the present occasion. Gen. 
Alger came to Michigan in April for a brief 
visit, and took the opportunity formally to 
announce his Senatorial candidacy. He had 
hardly returned to Washington when Sen- 
ator McMillan came home. is office in De- 
troit has been a veritable political Mecca 
for a fortnight, and the conclusion he hag 
reached to re-enter the fleld is the regult 
of the advices he has received. 

Gov, Pingree will undoubtedly be a fac- 
tor in the campaign, but what his position 
will be is still a matter of uncertainty. His 
living hatred for MoMillan has to a large 
degree abated, and his love for Gen. Alger 
is not so strong as it was once. The Goy- 
ernor rues at present is considered eclipsed 
but this should not be taken as a sign tha} 
he is politically dead, It will be recal]] 
that two years ago, at ihe close of the 
legislative session, he had been reduced to 
a nonentity, buta few months later he had 
resurrected himself into one of the live- 
lest issues that State ever knew. His pres- 
ent eclipse may be but a repetition of his- 


tory. 

Gov, Pingree is serving his second term 
and it is an extremely remote probability 
that he will be remembered toa third. He 
might, however, exercise a potent influence 
upon Senatorial politics, either as a can- 
didate himself, as a backer of Gen. Alger 
or as the friend of some third candidate.

And so to this colossal Colorado wi}l go 
from many States ‘Masons by the hundreds. 
and there upon the summit of Pike’s Peak 
will they recite their impressive admoni- 
tions, administer their solemn oaths and 


chant their ancient and inspiring songs. 
Then, descending once more to a lower 
level, they will hold high carnival in Den- 
ver, Colorado Springs, Cripple Creek and 
Victor, and if their money and their breath 
holds out, penetrate as far as the restful 
Durango and look upon the ‘Needlies.”’ 
through whose eyes a train of a thousand 
camels might easily pass if they could be 
kept from freezing on the journey. Ten 
days at least they propose to spend among 
the richly colored rocks and yawning can- 
yons of the Centennial State. 

With the delegations from the dfferent 
States will go 600 of the candidates for 
Cryptic Rites. These will be joined by 250 
more from Colorado, and all will be obli- 
gated in the beautiful council degrees on 
the little table land at the top of Pike’s 
Peak. Thera will be other mystic cere- 
monies in the Cave of the Winds, and the 
whole body of Masons in full regalia wll 
pass {n solemn procession through the (jar- 
den of the Gods bearing their altars, the‘r 
banners. their signs and symbols, and in 
the shadow of some giant rock, upon whose 
face Manitou has etched the symbols of his 
order, they will break bread and eat the 
salt of the brothers in blood. 

During the first week in August those 
who are to join tn the ceremonies and who 
live east of Colorado will rendezvous in 
Kansas City. The first spectal_ trains, 
equipped with commissary cars and mu- 
sicilans, and carrying hundreds of Royal 
Arch Masons from the different States 
named. together with the grand officers of 
these States and the general grand officers 
of the United States—all with their wives, 
daughters and sweethearts—will leave Kan- 
sas City August 7 for the mountains. 

When the pilgrims arrive at Colorado 
Springs they will be met by the Grand 
Masonic officers of Colorado, together with 
the members of the council of Royal and 
Select Masters, holding their membership 
in the grand jurisdiction of Coloradc. The 
whole body will be taken as rapidly as pos- 
sible to the summit of Pike’s Peak, where 
the degrees will be conferred. 

Pdward D. Wellington of Ellsworth. Kan., 
thrice illustrious master and grand princival 
conductor of the grand council of Kansas, 
will be general-in-chief of the party, and 
lead them through the labyrinths and mys- 
ter‘es of the cities of the Silver State, and 
plan the mountain excursions. 

The candidates will remain on Pike’s Peak 
only long enough to take the obligation. 
The degrees which follow will be conferred 
in the magnificent Masonic temple in Den- 
ver some time during the week. 

The Masons of Denver wiil give n yrand 
banquet to the visiting members the night 
before they start on their return trip. All 
Royal Arch Masons receiving the corncil 
degrees upon this trip will nave their Ma- 
sonic home jin the council nearest their 
place of residence. :

INSISTS UPON HIS DIPLOMA. 


Student W. W. Gardner May Man- 
damus Washington University. 

The Circuit Court may be called upon to 

decide whether Student W. W. Gardner is 


entitled to a diploma as a graduate of the 
gg department of Washington: Univer- 
ty. 

. Gardner claims he has passed satisfactory 
examinations in the various studies set 
forth in the dental course. The Board of 
Curators of the university, however, re- 
fuse to issue a diploma to him, because he 
is charged in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion with practicing dentistry without li- 
cense. They aay he must purge himself 
of this charge before they will confer upon 
him the honor of graduation. 

Gardner thinks he is entitled to the di- 
ploma, notwithstanding the prosecution 
against him. He says he has performed all 
the duties necessary to procure the docu- 
ment and that the Board of Curators has 
no discretion to withhold it from him. He 
declares that, if they do not present it to 
him immediately, ‘he will apply to the Cir- 
cuit Court for a mandamus compelling them 
to do so. 

Gardner was arrested on a charge of 
practicing dentistry without license on the 
complaint of Dr. Walter M. Bartlett of 384 
Washington avenue, a member of the State 
Dental Board, and Mrs. Mary E. Menk- 
haus of 810 North Broadway. Judge Clark 
has postponed announcing his decision from 
time to time to enable Gardner to settle 
his trouble with the Board of Curators.

THE “CHANGE OF VENUE” LAW. 


Coming Auction Sales—Agents’ Re- 
ports—Leading Transfers of the 
‘Week—Real Estate Notes. 


Except for ‘the negotiation of the property 
on Sixth street, near Pine, reference to 
which was made in the Post~Dispatch kast 
Friday, there was nothing of special inter- 
est in the real estate market during the 
past six days.

Renting is 
still active, and the agents’ rent lists are, 
in many cases, becoming noticeably ghorter, 
indicauing that vacant property is being 
filled up. This is the tendency. One man 
who attended, last week, the State League 
meeting of the Local Building and Loan 
Associations, held in Kaneas City, said yes- 
terday that during a two-hours’ drive, 
which he took about Kansas Ci.y, he saw 
only three ‘for rent’’ signs on vacant 
houses; and that there is a veritable boom 
on in thar city. .Deta, which were printed, 
in these columns two weeks ago, indicate 
a great improvement in the real estate 
business in nearly all the larger cities of

Concerning Change of Venue.

trict, and if there be none, then to a Justice 
in the next ,adjoining district, and publicly ad- 
journ the trial of said case to the court of 
said Justice,™“o a day certain not exceeding 
five days thereafter. Provided, that the cause 
may be adjourned for a longer time when both 
ong consent to such adjourument, and said 
ast named Justice shall forthwith proceed to 
try said case, as if originally instituted in 
said court; and provided further, that in no 
case shall the court costs exceed the ordinary 
legal fees allowed by the laws of the State to 
the Justice, Constable or other officer for 
services actually performed in such case.

POTHER THE SPECULATOR.

IN AN UNSETTLED STATE. 
Pealings in Sehmentitiedl Specialties 
Feverish, but the Close 

Was Quiet.

NEW YORK, May 27.—The backing and 
filling movements of the stock market are 
severely testing the patience of the average 
speculator whose interest in the market, it 
is safe to say, is on the long side. To the 
average speculator the spectacle of the 
stock market in a state of comparative 
equilibrium is always annoying. There are 
no special reasons in present conditions or 
in the general outlook why the average 
level should be materially altered. The 
granger shares, for example, are selling on 
something better than a 4 per cent basis. 
They yield that return to the investor, while 
if held on speculation they may be carried 


with small expense to those interested. 
Nearly all of these etocks have, however, 
doubled in value within the past two 
years, and while there seems to be no rea- 
son to question the integrity of their cur- 
rent rates of dividends, and most of these 
companies are earning well in excess of 
what they pay, still it would be unwise to 
overlook the peculiarly fortunate series of 
developments that brought them to their 
present level. The preference shares of the 
reorganized roads are for the most part 
selling on something better than a 6 per 
cent basis. In their instances, also, and 
taking into account thelr general history 
and career, their current level seems a fair 
one. 

With these general circumstances apply- 
ing to those stocks, the market value of 
which may be approgimately estimated, !t 
would appear that there are few reasons to 
expect any radical readjustment in prices 
As regards the mysteries of the market, 
extended and particular comment is wuse- 
less. The huge masse of industrial stocks 
that came upon the market in the early 
part of the year unquestionably di more 
than anvthing else to check the moeoyant 
speculation that was then prevailing It 
is foolish, on the one hand, to decry these 
stocks as altcgether worthless, bur ft ls 
equally foolish to regard them as possible 
investments or as anything more than ex- 
tra hazardous speculative riske until they 
have demonstrated a sustaining power tin 
good times and bad. We are credibly in- 
formed that a number of the newly formed 
industrial concerns are really earning ex- 
traordinary returns upon their capitaliza- 
tion, and we are ready to believe what we 
hear. From an investrmet'. or even a spec- 
ulative point of view, however, these stocks 
are too “new.” Notwithetancing their as- 
serted earning power. the public has no 
means of estimating their vajwe until it has 
received dividend checks for periods which 
extend beyond the present cash resources 
of these companies. 


Throughout the week the etate of the 
crops and the legislation at Avbany upon 
the new franchises taxing lew have pretty 
well occupied attention to the exclusion of 
other matters. Current notions are rather 
nazZy in regard to beth matters. It ig cer- 
tain that the winter wheat crop has suf- 
fered severe damage, conservative esti- 
mates eetting fogth a reduction of from 
100,000,000 Dushels to 130,000,000 bushels as 
compared with last year’s yield. In addi- 
tion, and notwithstanding the threatened 
reduction in the yielti, the price of wheat is 
about 20 per cent lower than it was at this 
season last year, without regard to the 
fict{tious prices made prior to the collapse 
of the Leiter corner. It is sti too early 
in the season, however, to be able to esti- 
mate wiih any accuracy the final outcome 
of the crops, with the shortage in winter 
wheat may be compensated for Dy a boun- 
tiful spring wheat yield or by a heavier 
corn crop. The main point is that both in 
probable yield and in return to the farmers 
the agricultural outlook is much less fa- 
vorable than it was at this season of last 
year. The franchise taxing measure has 
now passed the Le ature and will surely 
become law, yet the extent to which the 
corporations affected will be muloted under 
its provisions seem undetermined. The 
money market has grown steadily easier, a 
fact reflected in the advancing prices for 
investment issues, but aie circumstance 
wholly without effect upon the flagging 
speculative temper. 

Sterling exchange has been reacted, also 
chiefly because of the fairly extensive pur- 
chases of our stocks by ae The Dills 
drawn on this account, and those against 
sierling loans have long averted gold ship- 
ments, however, as the exchange market 
poorly supplied with commercial bills. The 
detailed treasury tables of the country’s 
foreign trade were an interesting addition 
to the statistics bearing upon the foreign 
exchange situation. In the export column 
there was a falling away of $19,000,000 in 
the value of our agricultural exports, while 
the exports of manufactured products rose 
about $7,000,000. The chief items of increase 
in ovr imports were in articles in crude 
condition for home manufacture and in 
luxuries. There is a further distinct strain 
upon the foreign exchanges this year, owing 
to the heavy European travel of our sea- 
sons, a factor which last year was in much 
restricted volume. The foreign exchanges, 
in addition to the crops, furnish, in short, 
one more evidence of change in the funda- 
mentals that were at the bottom of the

The grain markets were firm all week 
and the strong feeling which caused the 
big bulge of 6c a bushel was unabated.

AN ANALYSIS. 


OR the greatest scene in the greatest 
F tragedy ever written, Shakspeare took 
as a text: “May a man end his own 
life?”’” Hamlet, at the supreme moment of 
his existence, asked himself ‘“‘Whether it 
is better in the end to face the slings and 
‘arrows of outrageous fortune or by oppos- 
ing, end them,” “‘to die, to sleep,” and 
therein he voiced the sentiment that has 
perhaps come to every mature mind. Few 
there are who have not, at some period of 
their lives, asked themselves, “‘Is it worth 
living? Shall I bear the burden any longer, 
or shall I drop it, once for all?” It is a 
pa:t of the psychology of life, a part of 
the involuntary workings of the human 
mind, this questioning of the expediency 
of further existence, and no philosophy has 
ever succeeded in lessening either the de- 
‘sire to live when happy or the desire to 
‘die when depressed.

Hummel went 
out during the day, but returned hopeless 
at night. He began to drink some, to 
keep up. He could not stand whisky and 
it Declouded his mind. He grew more and 
more depreseed and blue. 


Mrs. Hummel tried: to cheer her husband 
up, but in vain. She became frightened; 
then, wife-like, she determined to be with 
him, come what might. 


All day Sunday Hummel! and his wife 
kept to their rooms, and neither dressed. 
About 5 o’clock, they were taken some 
food. Several times the salogn waiter vis- 
ited them. What they did all that long 
day, what they said, what they thought, 
only they know—and they won't tell. But 
at midnight, they had decided, they would 
“end it.’”’ Neither saw a ray of light ahead; 
both decided that the guessed at beyond 
was better than the known here. Hummel 
and his wife, Frances, agreed to die by 
their own hands. 


Hummel turned out the gas at midnight 
Sunday night. His wife had fallen aslgep. 
With a keen-edged razor, Hummel cut a 
gash one-half inch deep, lengthwise of his 
left wrist, to see howit felt. It hurt, and 
he lit the gas that the next cut might be 
the more eeffctive. The light awoke his 
wife. She grasped her husband's arm, 


swearing that he should not die unless he 


killed her, too. He handed her the razor, 
wet with his own blood, and told her how 
to cut the artery in her wrist, that she 
might bleed to death. 


Mrs. Hummel took the razor, but her 
heart failed her. She could not use it. 
She moaned and cried and begged her hus- 
band to do it for her. William Hummel 
took back the razor, cut deep into his 
wife’s left wrist, made another vicious 
apening in his own; and both swooned 
from loss of blood. 

It was nearly an hour later when Mrs. 
Hummel came to herself. She was dazed 
at first; then she remembered. But, she 
reasoned, she sought to be dead. She looked 
at her wrist and only a smal]! trickling 
stream of blood came from it; it did not 
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even hurt. She saw that her husband 
was fast bleeding to death; he,.was still 
unoconscious..Frightehed at béing left alone 
in the world; determined that if she could 
not die, he should’ not, Mrs., Hummel 
screamed lustily for help. .It came; both 
were taken to the hospital and cared for; 
both will recover. Then—what? 

Then, they will start out again, handi- 
capped by useless left hands; in all prob- 
ability, and certainly by the memory of a 
fruitless attempt at suicide. How long will 
it be before they repeat it? 

Neither Hummel nor his wife regrets 
what was done. Both do regret that it 
was not more thorough. As Hummel tosses 
on the cot to which he is fastened, he 
moans: 

“TIT thought I'd end it,. but I didn’t. I 
thought this would be all—they say it is— 
but it isn’t.”’ 

And she asks after her husband, and 
questions in terror if she must prosecute 
him, and is sorry that they failed. 

Hummel is the sort of a man whom one 
would expect to meet misfortune calmly 
and stoically. He is of German parentage, 
is rather small and has a “bullet” head, 
with a receding forehead—a head some- 
what of the degenerate.type. He is stolid 
and heavy, and one can readily believe 
that his brain was turned, with liquor, 
perhaps, before he determined to kill him- 
self. The only thing about him that 
would make one watch him for self-de- 
struction, outside of that, is his habit of 
“taking chances.”” He is not a man of 
any great amount of intelligence, nor has 
he any amount of finer feelings; on the 
contrary, he would be taken for a slow- 
thinking man. 
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Mrs. Hummel, on the contrary, is high- 
strung. Ghe is a Kentucky woman: and 
was probably beautiful earlier in life. Her 
face iS'singwlar, in that the uper part, down 
to her mouth, is that of a woman of 3, 
while her mouth and chin are hard, firm 
and old, looking more like a man’s than 
a woman's. fhe has long, dark-brown 
hair and fine brown eyes, liquid and geoft, 
that are by far her finest features. She 
talks nervously and seems to be of a bet- 
ter class than her husband. She is brown 
from the effects of the Mexican sun, but 
the hospital confinement is taking that 
out of her oval face and she will be al- 
most fair when she is well, though che is 
really of a pronounced brynette type. She 
will say nothing of her family, nor will she 
give her maiden name. 

The pathetic part of it all is? how will 
it end? What is there ahead of this un- 
happy couple? They have tried to live and 
in their opinion, have failed. They have 
tried to die, and they couldn't. What next? 

Seemingly the Hummels’ attempt at death 
was only the beginning of a week of sul- 
cides, in all of which despondency may be 
used as the one word to describe the rea- 
son, but in no other case was the loss of 
money and the seeming inability to obtain 
work the cause of the despondency. The 
most striking of the other cases was the 
suicide of a boy lover and the attempt 
of his girl sweetheart.

ing been a writer or compoeer of classical 
music, but he has written compositions 
which have thrilled American audiences. 


He occupies the unique position of having 
been the only author that wrote a song 
during the civil war on the Union side 
which was sur pressed and its author threat. 
ened with imprisonment. 

The greatest of all his melodies, in point 
of circulation and merit, wae ‘The Mock- 
ing Bird,”’ written almost 30 years ago, 
and which has been translated fnto the 
languages of the principal nations of the 
earth. Its effect as a revenue producer to 
the author lost its worth many years ago, 
as the copyright had expired. Some other 
selections which Mr. Winner composed 
were “Whispering Hope,” “What Is Home 
Without a Mother?’ ‘‘Ten Little Inns" and 

Give Us Back Our Old Commander.” 

It was 4 few days after Gen. Burnaide

HARLES EB, TRIPLER astounded 8 

( New York audience a few nights ago 

with a series of experiments with 
liquid . air, 

They consisted in freezing potatoes, to- 
matoes, apples, grapes, frosts, étc., and 
crushing them with a hammer, as one 
crushes a lump of ice. The roses. crumbled 
in the hand, they were so stiffly frozen, A 
rubber balf, dipped in “the liquid air, be- 
came brittle as glags, Tin dippérg were af- 
_ in the game way.. 

raw beefsteak, frozen in the alr, was 
sestany ‘into’ small pieces, and distributed 
among the audience. 

One experiment consisted of freezing ale . 
cohol and whisky: and forming, before the 
astonished. eyes of the spectators, an icicle 
of alcohol several inches long. Another was 
freezing mercury so that it sustained the 
weight of Mr, Trippler, who weighs 210 
pounds, and so large that a piece of it was 
used to drive nails into a hard board The 
air was boiled in a kettle by placing the 
kettle on a block of ice. It was also boiled 
over a gas flame, Over the latter, when 
it reached the temperature of ice, it froze, 
while the bottom of the kettle was cov- 
ered, even in the very flame, with a thick 
coating of ice. Ice itself was reduced to a 
temperature of 312 below zero, When ft as- 
sumed the appearance of, and crumbied in 
the hand like, camphor. 

The power of the liquid air was fllus- 
trated In several ways, A bent tube, with 
a valve at one end, was stopped tightly 
with a cork, a drop of the air poured into 
it, and the valve shut down. Immediately 
the cork was blown to the top of the cell- 
ing. It was also used tn expanding te 
throw jets of liquid air over the gudience, 
but it fell in élouds of vapor instead of 
spray. , 

As’ an explosive. its force was shown by 
dippiig a piece of felt in it and setting ft 
on fire. Before being dipped into the Meuld 
air it ®ould not burn; but row it explod- 
e4, it was consumed so rapidly. The same 
effect was had with cotton.

“If thie amount of liquld alr were put tn- 
to the engines of the Campania, those @n- 
gines would elther go round or go through 
the ship.”

“Professors have sald that there le gteaft 
power stored in liquid air. There if no 
power at all stored in liquid air—no more 
than there ta in this tumbler of water. It 
has no stored energy. It develops itepe 
under expansion, when subjected 
just as steam does.

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The Family Fortunes Rose 
From a Log House in 
St. Louis County and 
She Will Live in 
a Palace in 
Moscow. 


HIS is a story which reaches all the 
T way from the old Grant farm, near 

St. Louis, Mo., to Moscow, Russ‘a. 
It ig a story of “Little Sunshine,”’ the fa- 
vorite granddaughter of Gen. U. 8. Grant, 
who is to become a princess. It is the 
romance of Julia Dent Grant. She bears 
the name of the beautiful Julia Dent of St. 
Louls. whom the young Lieutenant who af- 
terward became Presidént, married before 
he started to the Mexican war. 

Before the summer Is over ‘Little Sun- 
sh'ne’’ will became the Princess Cantacu- 
zene and Comtesse Sperunsky. Her father, 
Gen. Fred Frant, whose only daughter she 
is, will return from the Philippine Islands 
to witness the wedding and give the bride 
away. Many of the world’s notables will 
be there. 

It will be the union of “The Granddaugh- 
ter of the American Republic” and the head 
of one of the oldest families in the Czar’s 
domain. 

There is nothing unusual about being a 
Russian Prince. One family alone in that 
vast land has 600 of them. But it is very 
extraordinary to be a Russian Prince and 
be rich: and the Prince Cantacuzene is 
that. Therefore, when Mrs. Potter Palmer 
arranged the match between him and her 
beautiful niece she considered that she ha 
done a great thing. He has vast estates 
east of Moscow. On one of these is a 
splend'd chateau, which has been the home 
of the Princes Cantacuzene for nearly two 
centur'es. This will be the home of “Lit- 
tle Sunshine.”’ Princes Cantacuzene’s 
father died in December. By his death the 
young Prince became the head of the fam- 
ily.

She is a fine linguist. She speaks French 
and German with fluency. She has much 
of the charm of manner that distinguishes 
Mrs. Potter Palmer, and much of the love- 
ableness of another aunt, Mrs. Nellie Grant 
Sartoris. 

Miss Grant has had three winters in New 
York society, and one season at Bar Har- 
bor. 
Besides that, she has mingled at odd 
times with society in Washington.

But the Newport season, of which 
Mrs. Potter Palmer was the bright, partic- 
ular star, because of the attentions of the 
Belgian Prince to her niece, passed without 
the expected announcement of an engage- 
ment.

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The Story of a Red Cross Nurse 
Who Had Experiences With 
Lack of Food and 
Plague. 


CATALINA, Cuba, May 15. 
FTER Dr. Hubbell, the Red Cross 
A field agent, alded by three American 
women and a Cuban physician, had 
been working a fortnight in Guines and 
Catalina, I came over from Havana to see 
what progress they had made. 


Guines is the largest town, next to the 
capital, in Havana Province. It Hes south- 
east from Havana City, about 4 miles by 
rail, and Catalina is 15 miles beyond. The 
United Ra#iway of Cuba having grudgingly 
given half-rate transportation to Red Cross 
members, I took my printed order for 
“mitad de precio’’—mitigation of price—to 
the “Jefe de la Estacion” and paid $2 for 
half-rate to Catalina, receiving therefor a 
three-cornered bit of pasteboard, which 
the accommodating “Jefe’’ cut crosswise 
with a pair of shears ‘from the regular tick- 
et. Thus @ little mental arithmetio will 
show that full fare for the short journey, 
in the coin of the country, minus 2 cents 
on the dollar exchange, is $4.80. Rather ex- 
pensive traveling is this in Cuba, all things 
considered. The ramshackle old cars, dis- 
carded years ago from some ancient road of 
Wngland or the United Statea are labeled 
first, second and third class. What the sec- 
ond and third classes are like may be left 
to conjecture. Those of the alleged ‘‘first”’ 
Grade are about like emigrant cars on our 
Western railways, except that these fur- 
nish no drinking water to thirsty travelers 
or other conveniences whatsoever, no train 
_ boys sally through, bringing books, fruits 
' and gum, and in some cases there is no 


‘ss Slass in the windows—only wooden shut- 


_ ters, which when closed to keep out dust 

: mciude the blessed air as well, to say 
ing of the pleasant prospect. 

~ Barring railway discomforts, the journey 

to Catalina is delightful, leaving Havana 

a eee changing cars at Guines and 
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reaching the destination not far from 5 
o’clock. The face of the country differs 
greatly from that seen along the other 
branch of the United Railway leading to 
Matanzas and Cienfuegos. The scenery in 
this corner of Cuba is not unlike that of 
Ohio and Indiana—except for the absence 
of cultivated farms and the continual pres- 
ence of royal palms, long lines of them 
trending off in all directions like plumed 
soldiers on dress parade. There are clumps 
of banana trees, too, their leaves arched 
wide, and rows of pink-tinted pineappie 
plants, bristling Hk& clustered bayonets. 
Here and there hedges of yellowish green 
foliage, resembling the Osage orange, re- 
mind one of the great prairie farms of Il- 
linois, and fences of piled-up stones seem 
to speak of thrifty New England. Clear 
streams are frequent; corn is knee high in 
a few scattered flelds, and the thick, coarse 
grass of the meadows raises anew the old 
query why, in this land of condensed miik 
and rank imported Dutter, dairy farms are 
not established. 


All the cattle of the isiand were killed 
and eaten during the war; but now that 
peace is restored why do not sensible 
Americans awake from their never-to-be- 
realized dreams of amassing colossal for- 
tunes in Cuba and come down to the sim- 
ple and feasible business of making but- 
ter, raising chickens and cultivating mar- 
ket gardens? Poultry sells in Havana to- 
day at prices unheard of in the United 
States—the smallest and scrawniest fowls 
bringing from $1.00 to $3 each. Eggs cost 
$8 a crate; cow’s milk, 20 cents a quart, 
and most of the common vegetables are 
not to be had for love or money. 

This Valley of Guines is one of the rich- 
est sections of Cuba, and formerly sent to 
Havana markets onions and boniatas (a 
kind of sweet potato) to the value of $3,000,-

000 a year, to say nothing of its corn and 
sugar cane. Nowhere else does the land- 
scape show such brilliant coloring, in the 
dark red earth, bright blue sky and deep 
green foliage. It is a paradise of climate, 
with sofl of unparalleled richness, but deso- 
lated by war's relentless hand. Not a 
farmhouse is left standing, none having 
escaped destruction by one army or the 
other. Only an occasional hut is seen in 
the open country, shaped like an inverted 
V, its thatched roof and palm-leaf walls 
forming a picturesque feature. It is worth 
knowing, in a commercial sense, that two 
crops a year of corn, onions and Irish po- 
tatoes are here grown and marketed. This 
is an absolute certainty, independent 
of any freaks of the weather, the water 
supply being regulated by irrigation. They 
say that three crops in a year are possi- 
ble, but surely two, in such generous pro- 
portiom with an uninterrupted succession 
of vegetables, ought to satisfy any reason- 
able man. 


There are a great many small stations 
along the railway route to Catalina, be- 
cause in Cuba’s golden days of rich plan- 
tations roads were built expressly to ac- 
commodate the planters, each of whom was 
as a king in his own domain, his casa and 
sugar mill being the center of a village of 
serfs. They are now mostly kings deposed 
—their fields laid waste, mills and houses 
burned, and only the serfs remain to beg of 
passing travelers. Every station is 
thronged with mendicants, mostly women 
and children, whose pitiful rags and ema- 
ciated faces accentuate their tales of woe. 
Each village is surrounded by a cordon 
of Spanish blockhouses, small ones guard- 
ing all crossroads and crowning every emi- 
nence, and larger forts near the rallway 
depots. Every village church is still en- 
closed within a barricade of stones, hastily 
erected when the Spanish army took pos- 
session. They stabled their horses inside, 
knocked down the saints and altars, used 
the belfry for a watch tower, and punched 
holes in the walls through which to poke 
the guns. Such desecration was the more 
remarkable since the Spanish army to a 
man was Roman Catholic, with the hered- 
itary veneration strong within him for so- 
called sacred things. A great many negroes 
are seen lounging around the railway sta- 
tions, most of them wearing the light cot- 
ton uniforms and turned-up-in-front straw 
hats that distinguish the Cuban soldiers. 
Each station is also the residence of its 
“Jefe,” and affords glimpses of family life 
to the passing traveler—rocking chairs and 
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sewing machines and beruffled beds, and 
Ssenoritas idling behind the window bars. 
Another odd thing is that the shabby lit- 
tle depots are provided with the low, 
swinging doors of stained glass, set in 
patchwork patterns, which form such a 
distinctive and highly ornamental feature 
of Cuban casas of the better class—beau- 
tiful to look at, but much too frail, one 
would think, for everyday hard usage in 
public places. 

Catalina shows the ravages of war much 
more plainly than the larger cities, having 
had until now no outside assistance. It is 
a typical interior town, and one of the 
cleanest I ever saw. Its low houses of un- 
planed boards, set close together in strag- 
gling rows, are whitewashed inside and 
out, and each is faced by a rude veranda. 
The streets, with grass and weeds growing 
thickly among the stones, have a broad, 
deep ditch along each s'de. The verandas 
come up even with the ditches and each 
house door is reached by a large, flat stone, 
or plank, which answers to the drawbridge 
across a moat. Streets and verandas are 
swept scrupulously clean, though chickens 
wander in and out at will, and occasionally 
a fat, black mother pig leads her interest- 
ing family across the bridge to pay a social 
visit. The terra cotta colored earth is a 


brighter red than even the ‘‘sacred soil’ of . 


Virginia, and the empty § grass-grown 
streets somehow remind one of down-ai- 
the-heel old Alexandria, near Washington. 
Three years ago Catalina had something 
over 8000 inhabitants and to-day it has 
barely 1800 This calculation does not: in- 
clude the reconcentrado influx, but reckons 
only the normal population. 

Where are the rest, do you ask? Gone to 
glory, my friend, by the slow but sure 
route of starvation, assisted for a time by 
smalipox. During the latter scourge the 
authorities thought to stay its ravages by 
compulsory inoculation; with the resuit 
that hundreds of the poor creatures died of 
it, being too feeble to endure vaccination. 

The quaint old village church, with its 
Stone stairs outside leading up to a dilap!- 
dated tower full of rusty Delis, is in a more 
deplorable state than most of its neigh- 
bors, having longer stabled the Spanish 
horses. The interior is a total wreck, floors 
entirely gone and altars broken Into kind- 
ling wood. Of all its sacred belongings only 
one thing is left—a painting of the Virgin 
and Child, placed too high upon the wall to 
be reached easily; and as we entered the 
dreary ruin a ray of sunlight from the open 
door llumined the Infant Christ as with a 
halo—an omen, let us hope, of blessings to 


come. From among the debris of human 
bones, bits of harness and broken horse- 
shoes scattered under foot I picked up a 
skull—evidently that of a  half-grown 
youth, one side gone, cut smoothly off by 
a machete stroke. 

Later we walked down the weedy road to 
the Campo Santo, at the edge of the vil- 
lage. It is a tiny God's acre, with walls of 
plastered stone and a larger and later an.- 
nex, fenced with split palm trunks set up- 
right in the red earth. A row of black véi- 
tures, perched above the arched gateway, 
gazed at us with speculative eyes, but did 
not stir, having probably made too many 
hearty meals on the human species not to 
regard them with favor. The gate to this 
poor little *“‘Field of Saints’ was tied with 
a bit of rope and its red soll, without a 
blade of grass or green thing growing, has 
been rounded up into regular mounds, It 
was swept as clean as all the rest of the 
village, barring an occasional scattered rib 
or marrow bone. There are a few rather 
pretentious graves, each surmounted by a 
glass-faced box containing the hideous 
wreaths of black and white beads which 
find such favor in the eyes of mourning 
Spanish-Americans. Other graves were 
marked by black-painted wooden crosses, 
but the great majority had only two sticks, 
tied together cruciform fashion, laid on top 
or stuck in the earth at the head. Va- 
grant breezes and passing footsteps soon 
disarrange this symbol of the Christian's 
hope, which some stricken heart has placed 
above its beloved dead, and though the em- 
blem meant, personally, little to me, I ha; 
hundreds of times stooped to replace it aud 
tie the crossplece more securely. 

The Alcalde, or Village Mayor, who ac- 
companied us to the cemetery, pointed out 
two rough boxes, one long, the other short- 
er, which stand og end Inside the gateway, 
and remarked that in them more than 6000 
of his friends and neighbors had been 
brought to thelr eternal rest within three 
aoa Out among the weeds of an un- 
fenced field a few rods away stood a heavy 
two-wheeled ox cart, huge tongue high in 
air—the village hearse, in which the #00 
had taken their last short journey. Across 
one corner of the cemetery a second wall is 
placed, inciosing a triangular space which 
is filled to the brim with human bones, 
partially Durned, but by no means reduced 
to dust.

There were young girls, ab- 
solutely without protection and almost 
without clothes, sleeping on the ground at 
night and unable to wash their few filthy 
rags, having nothing else to put on. One 
woman past 30 years of age, crippled with 
rheumatism so that she could not walk, 
but got about in a half-sitting posture, as 
some babies creep, had nothing to cover 
her mature nakedness but part of an old 
shawl. Ali these were speed'ly collected 
by the Red Cross workers, and to them was 
@-ven the first square meal they can re- 
member. A house at once was set apart 
by the Mayor for use as an orphanage, 
and part of his own house turned over to 
Dr. Hubbell and the women for their resi- 
Cots, bedding whole bolts of calico 
and unbleached muslin and a few ready- 
made garments immediately were provided. 
The first thing was to give each orphan 
a thorough bathing; then all their vermin- 
infested rags were burned, and they were 
put to bed until garments could be had. 
The poor creatures were so weak from 
famine and so utterly exhausted from 
hardships borne that s'mply to lie atiil, 
sure of shelter, safety and food, left them 
nothing to desire in all this weary world. 
I regret to say that our supply of ready- 
made clothing, sent by auxiliary societies 
in the North, is exceedingly limited: so 
half a hundred calico dresses and cotton 
trousers and blouses, of assorted sizes, had 
to be made with all possible speed. The 
women of the village tendered their ser- 
vices, brought thelr sewing machines and 
worked with a wlll. As each well-washed 
child emerged from its chrysalis of filthy 
rags and appeared in decent raiment. with 
nourishing food in its long-famished stom- 
ach, the transformation was so marvelous 
that if our good friends of the North could 
see it they would never relax their efforis 
in behalf of Red Cross supplies until the

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THE OZARK MOUNTAINS. 
Taney County. Mo., May 25.

Hi oni’ bathtub in«- Taney County, 
T Mo.. is owned by Col. Moses C, Wet- 

more of St. Louls. dt 1s 38 mites from 
Chadwick, the nearest railroad station and 
within 100 miles there not a house as 
beautiful as the one in which that bathtub 
is contained. 

Taney County is all 
It has few roads or bridges. From Chad- 
wick, which is the end of a branch ral 
road run from Springtield by the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Co., the journey to 
Forsyth—capital of the county and nwsirest 
town to Col. Wetmore's lodge-is made in 
@ “hack.”’ In that country a hack is 1n un- 
covered spring, piano box wagon, with two 
seats. It is drawn by two horses vver the 
trail, which follows a mountain ridge to 
Rellew and Swan Creeks, thence along the 
creek bed until the approach to another 
platdau gives a better way. When Bellew 
or Swan Creeks are up the hack does not 
fun; otherwise tt makes one round trip 
each week day. Special arrangements have 
to be made for reaching Col. Wetmore’s 
Jodge from Forsyth. 

This Houke is «“urrounded by a’ game pre- 
serve of eight thousand acres. ; 

When Col. Wetmore is in thts’ retreat 
he may look through the richly durtained 
windows df “The Lodge” and behold deer, 
elk. turkey and other game, as wild as 
they were in the days of Daniel Boone and 
Davy Crockett.

visits this isolated haven for the care- 
“worn man of affairs can scarcely realize 
that he is still within the boundaries of 
Missour!, so striking is the contrast in 
topography and general environments. 

The wonderful features of “The Lodge” 
@re only surpassed by the mammoth pre- 
serve that surrounds it. In this. preserve 
primitive nature runs riot. Only the pres- 
ence of the red man is needed to complete 
the aboriginal picture after one leaves the 
Lodge and strolls out Into the broad area 
of primeval forest. The. preserve {is in- 
closed by a barbed wire fence of 17 strands, 
\Inside of this are several subdivisions, 
White iver and Mincy Creek are the prin- 
clpa) eireams running through the pre- 
aerv-. 
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preserve about 14 years ago. He unfolded 
his pians to his old-time friend and business 
associate, Col. Wetmore. The Celonel was 
delighted, and immediately authorized 
Maj. McCann to count him in. Maj. Mc- 
Cann personally attended to the selection 
of the land and other detaiis preliminary 
to getting the project started. Gradually 
they have branched out on a larger scale. 
Organization was. effected under the title 
of the St. Louis Park and Agricultural As- 
sociation. The business is attended to ina 
strictly business-like manner and no little 
amount of bookkeeping is necessary in this 
mammoth project. The owners of the game 
park have spent up to date something over 
$100,000 and they are now just getting fairly 
started. 

The place has been stocked with game 
of all kinds, and the rivens teem wiih fish 
of choicest variety. Many of these fish 
were there when the park was planned 
and many thousand more have béen prop- 
agated and turned in. Here is the finest 
herd of elk to be found in America. 
liable authorities agree on this point. The 
herd now numbers seventy-five, and they 
retain all of their native shyness, for in 
this vast pasture land, there is nothing 
to make them domestic. The same is true 
of the deer, of which there are four hun- 
dred or more. Of late the deer family has 
increased so rapidly that the keeper has 
lost count of them. Squirrels, rabbits, 
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ducks, pheasants, quail, 
small game are so thick 
is made to take a 

In an out-of-the-way 
serve there is a slough 
and of varying width. This is a mecca 
for the duck hunter, for there is not a 
place in the world more prolifio of ducks. 

Probably the most striking feature from 
the sportsman’s standpoint is the multi- 
tude of wild turkeys. A turkey hunt is a 
most fascinating chase and the number 
is so great that the park owners make 
no restrictions as to slaughter. 

While the greater part of the original 
Stock of this game was purchased and 
turned into the park, much of it was there 
by nature and was corralled by the men 
who built that seventeen strand barbed 
wire fence. There is a notable instance 
of a large red buck which took advantage 
of a break in the fence and forced his way 
into the preserve several years after the 
place had been stocked with deer. He 
is there yet, and shows no disposition to 
quit the premises. Since the advent of the 
outsider, there-is a notable sprinkling of 
red on the ooats of the baby deer. He is 
of a different species from the deer that 
were bought and placed in the park. He 
is wilder and more flerce in battle. He is 
inclined to be savage with the younger 
bucks and several of them have been in-

Cther game has also broke into the 
place. Of deer, especially, there are many 
in Taney County to-day outside of the 
preserve, for in many sections the rugged 
topography *prevents dense settlement and 
it must always be so, for there is no 
earthly power that can ever level the 
rougher part of Taney County down to a 
profitable farming basis, although the val- 
leys are the finest of land and are thickly 
dotted with prosperous farms. But Taney 
is a bog county, and there is room for a 
little of everything. Diversity of resources 
is one of ite greatest drawing: cards. 

Upon Maj. McCann devolves most of the 
detailed management of the preserve, which 
is about 70 miles south of Springfield. Col. 
Wetmore, however, is a frequent visitor, 
and he always takes with him a party of 
St. Loulsans. The preserve is in the di-- 
rect care of William Hunt and his wife, 
who live in a neat little frame building a 
short distance from “The Lodge.” Mrs. 
Hunt is accounted one of the best culinary 
artists in the country, and Col. Wetmore 
has introduced Planters’ menu. Hunt 1s 
a hunter with such reputation that all Ta- 
ney County envies him. He has grown 
up among the animals, the birds, the fishes 
and the flowers of this romantic country 
and he has frequently declared that he 
would not trade places with the President 
of the United States, were the opportunity 
offered. Hunt understands the animals, 
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and they seem to understand him. A very 
small part of the land Is set apart for farm- 
ing. Here Hvnt raises grain and other 
products sufficient to feed his horses and 
cows and other live etock. We also has 
all kinds of fruit out of the large orchard 
and a well-kept garden supplies his house- 
hold with vegetables. 


The natives say that Hunt lives on the 
“fat of the land,’’ and that is probably the 
bést figure of speech to use in his case. He 
has pure cream for his strawberries, veni- 
son, turkey, squirrel, quail, pheasant or fish 
to lend a substantial basis to his meals, and 
as for fruit, he could not be more advan- 
tageously situated, for Taney County is @ 
choice spot In the celebrated Ozark Mount. 
fin fruit belt, One reason why Hunt is a 
valuahle employe for the owners of this 
magnificent preserve is that he understands 
thoroughly just what each epecies of game 
requires for food, and he also knows their 
likes and dislikes and their~«habits in @ 
general way. He has the ability to make 
any kind of an animal feel at home, thus 
the deer, the elk, the turkeys and the other 
game are preserved in their wild state. He 
doesn’t try to domesticate them. That 
isn’t what he is there for. He scat- 
ters the feed in various parts of the 
preserve and then disappears. He doesn’t 
wait to watch the animals eat. He knows 
they will find the food, and he preférs to

discoverers. In this way they are made to 
feels at ease and are not handicapped by 
civilization or domestic interference. 


It is the intention of Col. Wetmore and 
Maj. McCann to add buffalo to the already 
well-stocked preserve. Negotiations to that 
effect are now pending. Within a few 
months it is expected that a large herd of 
this rapidly-disappedring animal will be 
turned into the park, and it is believed un- 
der the bewitching influence of Hunt, they 
will be made to enjoy the freedom of “the 
good old days,”’ despite the fact that en- 
croaching civilization has depleted their 
ranks. Col. Wetmore and Maj. McCann 
have,of course, never encouraged the breed- 
ing and perpetuation of the panther family, 
but the fact remains that panthers are to 
be found in Taney County. They are not 
sO numerous as they once were, but they 
are by no méans extinct, They have but 
little lease of life, however, when they ap- 
pear inside of the preserve, for Keeper 
Hunt is reckoned to be the best shot in 
Taney County, and that means something. 

Only a few months ago a 16-year-old boy 
near TaneyvVille encountered @ panther in @ 
mountain fastness one Sunday and engaged 
him in battle. By the aid of a good dog and 
plenty of nerve the boy finally triumphed. 

Notable men have visited this Taney 
County game preserve, have killed game 
in the forests and slept in the brass bed- 
steads and bathed in the porcelain bath at 


the lodge. Most prominent among these 
was William J. Bryan, who accepted the 
hospitality of Col. Wetmore and Maj. Mc- 
Cann soon after the Presidential élection 
in 18%. They were accompanied by Gov. 
Stone, Sam Ceek, Maj. Harvey Salmon 
and others. Here Col. Bryan and Gov. 
Stone had the novel experience of killing 
their first deer. They~hunted and fished 
and rested thelr nerves in this haven for 
nearly 10 days. Many interesting incidents 
of this outing are related. Col. Bryan was 
so enchanted with the experience that he 
is said to have promised another visit as 
soon as he has opportunity.

On that day we should think of the patriotism and the heroisra of the brave men who fought not for 
themsélves, but for others; not for their own countrymen; but fur Cubans—for the oppressed. | 

The love of principle, of justice, of liberty, is grander than the love of country. 

On that day we should thank the heroes, living and dead for having added to the glory of the great Republic. 
We should thank Admiral Dewey for the most marvelous victory in naval history. We should thank Admiral Schley 
for another victory unparalleled and unsurpassed except at Manila. We should thank these great Admirals, their he- 
roic officers, their intrepid men and their perfect gunners. We shculd thank the army and the navy. 

At the same time, remembering the frightful number killed by disease, we should ask \the questions whether our 
troops were properly fed, whether the sick were cared for and whether the Government did its duty? These questions 
should be seriously asked and honestly answered. 

We should ask whether or not it is the duty of officers to care for the soldiers under their command, to see to it 
that they are properly fed—fed with wholesome food—and whether the officer who does his duty in this behalf should 
be prosecuted, persecuted and degraded?

This is a hard question to answer. We can hardly estimate the value of six thousand lives. Neither is it easy to 
put a price on the grief of widows, the tears of orphans or the sorrows of fathers, brothers and sisters.

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TALMAGE BLESSES THE DEAD. 
za the witor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. : 

S I stand in imagination and look off upon the graves of all who died under disease or weaponry in this 
Hispano-American war, th’ absorbing question with me is, Was the object gained worth all this sacri- 
fice? No doubt of it. The war was proclaimed and carried on and consummated in the interests of 
mercy, which is an attribute in man imitative of the same attribute in God. In this the recent war differed 

from all others. The wars of the Crusaders were only to gain an empty  sepulcher; the Napoleonic 
wars, with their 6,000,000 slaughtered men, were projected and carried out to appease the ambition of one man. 
Of the 25,000,000 slain in Jewish wars and of the 60,000,000 slain in wars under Julius Cesar, of? the 180,000,000 
slain in wars with Turks and Saracens, of the 50,000,000 slain in wars of Genghis Khan, not one man was sacrificed 
for mercy. But in this last war every drummer boy or picket or gunner or standard-bearer or skirmisher or sharp- 
shooter or cavalryman or artilleryman or engineer who fell, fell in the cause of mercy. 

Besides this, it was an imperative duty that the diabolic destruction of the battleship Maine be conspicuously 
punished. As individual criminals must be punished for the public good, and we have for them Courts of Oyer 
and Terminer and penitentiaries and electric chairs and ‘thangman’s gallows, so governments committing high 
crimes against God and humanity must be scourged and hung up for the world’s indignation. When in Spanish 
waters our battleship, looking after our commercial interests and intending nothing but quietude, was hurled into 
demolition and the men on board, without time to utter one word of prayer,were dashed into the eternal world, 
the humiliation of Spain was pronounced in tones louder than the thunder of explosion which that night rolled 
over the sea. 

But it wants more nerve than I can command to look off upon these graves and keep my composure. Would 
God that a benign influence straight from” the heavens might descend upon the disarmament council at The 
Hague, and that instead of attempting to civilize war and make it more tolerable, they could by some measure 
drive it forever from our world. 

When the more than 300 bodies of our slain soldiers a few weeks ago were brought for burial to Arlington 
Heights we pledged ourselves by all those graves to a new hatred for the champion curse of the universe. O 
Lord God, with the hottest bolt of thine omnipotent indignation strike that monster down forever and forever! 
Imprison it in the deepest dungeon of the eternal penitentiary. Bolt it in with all the iron ever forged in cannon 
or molded into howitzers. Cleave it with all the sabers that ever glittered in battle, and wring its soul with all 
the pangs it ever caused. Let it feel all the conflagration of the homesteads it ever destroyed. Deeper down let 
it fall and in fiercer flame let it burn till it has gathered into its heart all the suffering of eternity as well as time.

N THE most beautiful season of the year, when the bosom of the earth is quickened and thrilled with new life, when

the meadows are starred with God’s wild flowers, when sunny places are sparkling under the laugh of the sky 

and shady places are fragrant with the balsam of the woods, in the midst of all this, in the cemeteries of the land, 

the silent cities of the dead, celebrations of deathless love will soon take place, with a mournful quiet charged 
with the deepest eloquence. For no words from the lips of any orator are so full of significance as the tear that 
steals down the face of a mother, as she lays a memorial wreath on the grave of her dead boy, and no graceful pe- 
riods or piled-up climax of patriotic fervor can touch our hearts with such pity. and compassion as the stifled sighs 
of wife and children as they range their little rows of forget-me-nots along the mound beneath which their loved 
ones are sleeping. Flowers, stainless as the dew—pure and sweet as the faces of angels—let them lift their sunny 
heads above the moldering dust of these children of the nation—let the south wind come to kiss them—let the 
midnight stars watch over them—let the moonlight transfigure them, and robe their slender stems in shining rai- 
ment. 
The sleepers, on whose graves they keep their beautiful sentinel guard, have heard the barking of the dogs of 
war, have heard the bursting of the shotted shell, having seen the flaming levin of battle playing the fantastic tricks of 
destruction, have listened to the rattling of iron hail, have beheld rolling before their eyes some segment of that 
blood-stained, fire-scorched panorama of death and glory. Let them have the flowers now. But there is something 
to think of more beautiful than the flowers. 

France and Germany still look into each other’s eyes with enmity when they think of Alsace and Lorraine. 
That old wound is still red and angry. Paris and Berlin are still shaking their fists across that ancient gulf of jeal- 
ousy and wrath. A social philosopher might easily suppose that a shock like that of our Civil War would throw up 
ridges on either side that would never come together, but stand over against each other in perpetual menace. Multi- 
tudes were slain. Homes were burned. Pride and passion were outraged. Heritages of social prejudice were pulled 
up by the roots. Cherished institutions were turned upside down. Camps and cities glared at one another like 
caged lions, and for four years a blood-red line was drawn between the North and the South. And yet we were never 
so much a single and united people, working for the common prosperity, as we are to-day. The Corsican vendetta 
has not worked its way into our history. The Blue and Gray have run together into the Stars and Stripes. A Con- 
federate Brigadier and a Union Captain will smile upon each other in a horse trade as sweetly and confidingly as two 
Kansas farmers. The years between have brought the philosophic mind. After the lifting of the cloud we see the 
sun and stars again, always there, but invisible through the battle-smoke, waiting for the battle-smoke to roll away, 
for the long night to take itself off. Visible now and shining, into the brains of the people, into the hearts of a uni- 
fied and solidified people, scattering the owl-like brood of moping, querulous grudges, setting up in plain relief be- 
fore us the hideousness of fraternal discord, and warming the souls of Esau and Jacob into brotherly love again, 

Peace has its victories as well as war, and war has its glorious regenerations as well as peace.

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DR. THE WAR. 


To the Editor of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
N utilitarian spirit always asks: “Does it pay?” In the days of the glorious American Revolution. there 
A were not wanting those who asked, “Is it worth while?” A small tax on tea! Why involve the infant 
colonies in war with the mother country for such a trifle? But deeper and wiser thinkers saw beneath the 
mere duty on tea and the Stamp Act a principle, “Taxation without representation,” to assent to which 
meant the surrender of all local self government; and to such a proposition our fathers would give place, no, not 
for an hour. History has abundantly justified them. 
The recent war with Spain also grew out of a great principle. It was the necessary and _ inevitable outcome 
of that’ great body of altruistic feeling which is the most striking feature of the vast organic growth we call West- 
ern Civilization. The real motive force, moving, regulating and reconstructing society since the Renaissance, 1s 
the humanitarian feeling, manifest in the extraordinary sensitiveness of the public mind and consience to wrong, 
injustice or suffering of any kind, and reaching its highest expression in the present age and in the United States. 
The effect upon the American mind of the last 50 years of Spanish misrule and cruelty in Cuba could result in but 
one conviction, the duty of our Government to drive Spain from the Western Hemisphere. The will of the Ameri- 
can people, roused to action by the humane sentiment, forced Congress and the President to declare war, and 
was a far more potent factor in shaping its policy than any selfish or political considerations. For the United States 
to have done otherwise would have been to set back the hands on the dial of human progress. 
The war practically ended leaving Cuba and Porto Rico on our front door steps, and the Philippines in our 
back yard. And the same humane feeling which demanded and ended the war will determine the future of these 
islands. The new and grave questions growing out of the war, the altruistic sentiment of Americans, will be set- 
tled in the tribunal of patriotism, not in a party caucus. For all these questions, though new to wus, are, after all, 
old, and root back into one tremendous inquiry; what ought to be the relationship of the most highly civilized peo- 
ples to the lower races? 
We, as a nation, are divinely called to help solve this problem. It is a new, strange attitude for us. But 
as Mr. Lecky said, “There is probably no better test of the political genius of a nation than the power it pos- 
sesses of adapting old institutions to new wants,” or, as Lowell put it, “New faculties stretch out to meet new 
wants.” 
Surely the war was worth while, if it brings to bear upon this world-problem the careful thogght of the wisest, 
most humane and most patriotic of peoples, the American nation. That great fund of altruistic feeling which in 
America creates public opinion, the real ruler after all, will, without doubt, lly and justly solve the problem. 
So shall the United States of America, emerging from its splendid isolation, contribute its mighty share to the 
moral and spiritual wealth of the race. And this result will be worth all the treasure and lives sacrificed on the 
altar of war.

Turning Beer Into Wine. 
ECENTLY it has been found that a 
R malt, inoculated with. a particular 
ferment from the skin of the grape, 
will be converted into wine. The ferment 
gives rise to certain Hquors, making it not 
beyond the limit of poesibility that Ameri- 
can beer after a voyage to France may re- 
turn as champagne. The idea is in harmony 
with what is known of fermentation in the 
production of liquors. 

When we discover a germ (as has been 
done recently) that converts starch into 
cellulose, it looks as if it would be possible 
to produce cotton In a culture flask if the 
germ were supplied with food and sufficient 
carbon, oxygen and water, The flavor of 
many luscious fruits and foods is due to 
the products of these useful bacteria, and 
similar germs play an important role in the 
formation of alkaloids.

The second recipe is intended to give-&2 


glossy appearance to the hair. as well-ad 
to strengthen it: Castor oil, 2 drams;, rec- 
tifled sp‘rits, 5 ounces: attar of roses to: ‘per- 
fume; tincture of cochineal, 2 drams. 

The best way of using these warwnat: 
is to put a few drops iniq the palm of the 
hand and then rub the bristles of the brush 
across it, and so apply to the ha'r. 

All greasy preparations, it must be re- 
membered, will darken the hair, as will 
also too constant and frequent brushing; 
therefore, those whose hair is very light 
should use the brush w'th moderation, omy 
ploying a comb with coarse, smooth teeth 
for the ventilation and disentanglement of 
their tresses. 

Again, white of an egg, though Azcelient 
for cleansing the hair, tends to darken it 
also. Those who have blond, 
auburn or chestnut hair, will do best” tl 
wash their heads with borax and warm w#-.» 
ter—an even teaspoonful of the former to 8 
teacup of the latter.

Brunettes cannot do better than te” use 
the rosemary wash for cleaning the hair, 
which’: it not only does effectual’y, but 
cheeks any faling off of the ha'‘r, espe ially 
if this is occas'oned by excessive heat of 
the scalp or severe headaches, 

Boil from six to eight minutes one pound 
of rosemary leaves in a quart of water, 
straining and adding a lump of camphor, 
and if the hair is inclined to be dry, a 
teaspoonful of cocoanut or olive oil. 

To counteract the dryness and dandruff 
which is a characteristic weakness with 
so many heads of hair, use the sage tea 
emollient: Sage leaves (freshly gathered 
when possible), one-fourth pound; boiling 
water, one pint. 

Stand on one side for a day and a half; 
then stra‘'n through fiiter paper and add:

So many cases of eyes injured by metal 
bits are presented at the infirmary that 
the magnet almost dally is caled into use.

The first is known as the epud, a gouge- 
shaped piece of steel that, despite its tiny 
edge and inoffensive size, is capable of 
producing’ the keenest pain. The other In- 
atrument possesses the odd name of bis- 
toury, and its point is used to dig the 
particlé ouf, frequently fromthe sensitive 
bed of tistue into which ft has found its 
way.

When 
I thought I had arranged a convincitny ar- 
gument, I visited my relatives at the old 
homesteads near Richmond, Va., and Lex- 
ington, Ky., and gave them the resuks of 
my study. They, at first, received my*enus-

But I was rell'eved as the 
day for the meeting approached, for my 
mail was burdened with answers assuring 
me that the writere would certainly at- 
tend. When I received a letter, I answered 
it, requesting that due notice of the meet- 
ing be #ent to any other Gentrys the re- 
ceiver of the letter might Know. 

“The succers of the meeting had ceased 
to be questionable when the day for the 
opening arrived. I was then in a quandary 
about providing entertainment for all my 
guests—they were coming in so thickiy. 
But the good citigens of Crab Orchard 
cuene to my reitef and provided homes tor 
ail the visitors, We were in sess on just 
one week and we tad a Most happy re- 
union. Over 88 membera of the Gaeatry 
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infolk-into an Association and- 


family attended and it was an unparalleled 
success as a family gathering. 

“We organized, taking the title of the 
Gentry Family Association. We adopted 
by-laws and a constitution and elected a 
complete sect of officers. The by-laws pro- 
vide that we shall meet every five years 
regularly, but a special meeting was, pro- 
vided for this year so that data may be 
collected for the family history, which we 
intend to prepare and publish as goon as 
possib d2. - 

“The meeting this year will begin on the 
first Monday in August and will continue 
for a week. It will be held at Meramec 
Highlands and it is expected that the whole 
Gentry family, numbering over 300, will 
be present. We will occupy the cottages 
and hotels at the Highlands and will have 
temporary possession of the whole neigh- 
borhood about the resort. We will have a 
complete programme of entertainment for 
every day, and every number on ft will be 
supplied by a member of the Gentry family. 
We will make it the largest and most no- 
table family gathering ever held west of 
the Mississippi River. 

“Ewery member of the Gentry family in 
Missouri is a member of the reception com- 
mittee for this meeting. I am president 
and my cousin, North Todd Gentry of Co- 
lumbia is secretary. The visiting Gentrys 
from other States will be our guests, and 
we propose to make their stay in St..Louls 
memorable. Every Gentry in thé United 
States will receive an invitation to the 
meeting, and the attendance will be the 
megsure of its success. 

“John and Richard Gentry, the founders 
of the Gentry family of the United States, 
came ‘to. this country from England as 
British soldterg during Bacon’s Rebellion, 
They eventually setiled in Virginia, near 
what is now Richmond. 

“After living several years in Virginia, 
they decided to move to new fields. Rich- 
ard settled in Kentucky and’ John went 
to Tennessee. Both raised immense. fam- 
llies, and each, at his death, possessed a 
prodigious number of, grandchildren. Fam- 
ily tradition has it that Richard Gentry 
raised sixteen sons and three daughters, 
and that they obeyed the &criptural in- 
junction t6 multiply almost as weil as he 
did. For many generations, the family has 
been very large, and it is expanding every 
year. 

“My grandfather and his brother Rich- 
ard came to Missouri about the time this 
State entered the Union. They engaged 
in their favorite occupation of farming and 
stock-raising and prospered. They raised 
large fainilics, and the number of Gentrys 
in this State has been steadily increasing 
until itis now over 100." 

The Gentry family has never settled in 
any numbers in any S:ates but Ohlo, Ken- 
tucky, Virginia, Missouri, Indiana, Texas, 
Louisiana, Tennessee and Mississippi. John 
R. Gentry. the horseman, explains this 
thus: 

“The members of the Gentry family, as 
far back as I have been able to trace 
their history in this country, have been ex- 
tensive planters and stock raisers. Under 
the o.d regime in the South there were few 
larger slave holders in Virginia and Ken- 
tucky than they. They oWned great pilan- 
taliona, upon which vhey worked‘ their 
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The woman who originated the plan. 


slaves, and the breeding and raising of fine 
stock was taken up as an incident to the 
cultivation of these plantations: 

“Being always well-to-do, and having 
sufficient resources to insure luxury and 
ease, the members of the family never felt 
the necessity of throwing themselves into 
the struggle for wealth. They were al- 
Ways contented and happy, and, in this 
mood, it was very easy for a son to follow 
in the footsteps of his father and adopt 
that occupation, in the atmosphere of 
which he had been raised. Consequently, 
until the order of things was changed by 
the civil war, our family produced very few 
professional] men. They were raised as 
planters and stock raisers and continued to 
live their Hves through as such. Their oc- 
cupation made it necessary for them. to 
fix their abodes where it could be carried 
on most successfully. Green pastures and 
fertile ground were needed to enable them 
to thrive, and they went only where these 
could be found, 


“Now, there are 300 members of our fam- 
fly in this country, and, with one or two 
exceptions, you will find aljl of them in 
Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Texas and Indlana. They have 
bullt homes in the most fruitful sections 
of these States, and there carry on the 
old family occupation of agriculture and 
stock raising. Generally they are very 
successful, and could dig success from the 
earth in almost any clime, but they have 
preferred to remain where the conditions 
best suited them. Being an agricultural 
people, they have fixed their homes [n an 
agricultural country.”’

A day or two before the wedding a re- 


hearsal is held at the church, “so that we 
all know just what to do.”’ The ushers are 
told to be on hand at the church an hour 
before the wedding ceremony, “be sure and 
put Mrs, So and So down front,’’ 
“Newrich’ away back, Miss “‘“Gossip” any- 
where and, above all, put a white-ribbon 
guard back of the first three or four rows 
for the family and intimate friends. Now 
to rehearse the wedding march. The elec- 
tric button is pressed to notify the organ- 
ist that “we” are ready, he begins, the 
ushers, in twos, walk down the aisles slow- 
ly, each couple about six feet from the 
front couple; thén bridemaids and grooms- 
men walk in alone, the bridesmaids taking 
the right aisle, the groomsmen the left aisle 
then the maid of honor, followed by the 
bride, who is sometimes alone, or with her 
father, who, when he reaches the altar, 
gives his daughter to the groom,’ or she 
meets him (with his best man) as he ap- 
pears from a side door and faces the min- 
ister. As the entire party reaches the altar, 
and make a pretty picture.

Sometimes duhing the ceremony the or- 
gan, soft and low, will play “Call Me Thine 
Own,” “The Rose” or “Cavelleria.” Imme- 
diately following the ceremony the ushers 
lead the way out (the organ playing a grand 
and joyful air) followed by the bride and 
groom, the maid of honor and best man 
who now walk together, the bridemaids 
and groomsmen, who algo walk together. 
Then the immediate family and so on down 
the line. 

From the church the party repair as fast 
as the carriages can take them to either 
their home, a clubhouse, or hall, where the 
reception is to be held, this followed by the 
spread; sometimes the supper follows the 
wedding and then the reception.

the modest salary of $100 a month and rent 
for the rectory. 

A month ago the vestry sent to him a po- 
liteiy’ worded request for his resignation. 
This they had done several times before. 
Each time he declined to resign. This time 
he simply ignored the communication. It 
was his intentign to make an explanation 
from the puipit, but this idea he aban- 
doned, fearful of creating a scene. He con- 
tented himself with the statement that he 
would make a report to the Episcopal 
Convention, which met here last week. 

At the last church eleetion seven mem- 
bers were elected vestrymen, Of this num- 
Ler fivVe were unfavorable to Mr. Fauntle- 
“OY. 

At the last meeting these five passed the 
feliowing resolution over the heads of the 
protesting minority: 

In view of the differences which have 
fmrisven between the vestry. congregation 
and rector of this parish as to his man- 
agement of the temporal and spiritua! 
welfare of this parish, it is the sense of 
this vestry that the rector tender his 
resignation 

The following resolution was also passed: 

That the salary of the roctor from 
Aji! 1, 1800, and for the ensuing year 
shull be the amount of our ineeme from 
regular pledges after other current cx- 
penses of the church have been paid: 
nixe that parment of rent of the rectory 
Ie the church shall cease from this date. 

Evén these resolutions did not have the 
effect of moving the rector. They were duly 
recorded upon the parish records and 
copies of them were sent to him. He read 
them coolly and put them in his pocket. 
When the time came in the regular course 
of church announements Mr. Fauntleroy 
announced that he would reply to them on 
the. following Sunday..But he changed his 
mind and adhered to his original intention 
of making aereport to the Episcopal Con- 
vention, and to no other authority. 

Although deprived of his salary and now 
having on!y a precarious living, Mr. Faun- 
tleroy is det®™rmined to fight out his case 
to the end He will not retreat. Those who 
have seen him wili not wonder at this 
three-year diaplay of tenacity. That char- 
ueteristic is written all over his face. His 
features are strong and determined His 
reddish heir surmounts a boid. high fore- 
wend. ou hig keen gray eyed, twinkling

under bushy: brows, give an impression of 
latent power and great reserve force. He 
is a sharp, decisive speaker, and his man- 
ners are direct, almost blunt. He has the 
courage of his convictions at all times. He 
is not afraid to speak. This fact has made 
him enemies among his parishioners. He 
was undiplomatic;.they_ were resentful, He 
was energetic; they were passive. 

There the whole trouble lies, 

Mr. Fauntleroy is convinced of the jus- 
tice of the stand he has taken and has no 
doubt that he will receive the unqualified 
support of Bishop Tuttle, in whom, alone, 
is vested the right to remove a parish 
rector. « 

Before he became a clergyman Mr. Faun- 
tleroy was noted as a criminal lawyer. 

He was chief. counsel for Walter Max- 
well, who kille& Arthur Preller at the 
Southern Hotel in &t, Louis in April, 188, 
and who was hung here, This was the first 
ani most celebrated of ‘a long Iine of 
“trunk mysteries’’ and one of the most 
notable murder trials of recent times. 

With him in this case was associated 
John I. Martin. Their partnership lasted 
nine years, ending in 1889. Por three: years 


they fought like Trojans to save Maxwell, 
but to no avail. 


Ten years ago Mr. Fauntleroy was attor- 
ney for six Chinamen charged with murder 
and secured their acquittal. 

Soon after dissolving his partnership with 
Mr. Martin he decided to take holy or- 
ders. 


This was not a hasty step. It was the 
outcome of a predilection which environ- 
ments could not overcome. Mr. Fauntleroy 
is a Virginian. His family. dates back to 
the fourteenth century. Members of it have 
been living in Virginia for almost 300 years. 
Moore Fauntleroy was one of the first set- 
tlers. ' 


lullowing a time-honored custom among 
yourg men in good circumstances, when 
he had reached the proper age Mr, Faun- 
tleroy matriculated at the University of 
Virginio, the famous institution founded by 
Thomas Jefferson. 


There he pursued an academic course 
and after his graduation took up the study 
of law. After securing his degree he came 
to 3t. Louis as a voung man in 1876. Lic 
practiced law here for two years and then

went to Denver, where he thhad been invited 
ty» associate with a well-known Western 
lawyer. The climate did not agree with 
him end he returned to St. Louis. 

All during his college days Mr. Fauntle- 
roy Was undecided between the ministry 
and the law. He had a fondness for both. 
Finally he, chose. the law., After he had 
demonstrated to himself and the world that 
he was a success at that the old liking took 
a still firmer hold upon him and he yielded. 

IL2 commenced a three-year course of in- 
struction under the Right Reverend Daniel 
Tuttle, Bishop of the Episcopal Church for 
the Diocese of Missouri. At its compietion 
in 1894 he entered into what is called his 


. deaconate, While discharging the duties of 


a priest he could not exercise the power of 
one. 

During this time he was employed at St. 
James’ Church as a lay reader. He was 
regularly ordained priest in 189 and short- 
ly afterward was installed as rector of 
Mount Calvary Church and parish. At first 
the congregation was wholly pleased with 


his services, but soon a few, not liking his 


blunt, strong mannerisms, became dissatis- 
fled. Since then there has 8 ‘been no ‘peace.

THE STORY OF EDWARDEVERETT HALE 


--- WHO IS RETIRING.... 


FROM THE MINISTRY AFTER A LONG CAREER. 


BOSTON, May 24. 

Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
R. EDWARD EVERETT HALE, 
|) after being pastor of the South Con- 
grezgationa) Church continuously for 
43 years, resigned last week. Though 
in his 78th year he is still active. This 
grand old man is the sole survivor. of that 
group of intellectual giants which included 
Emerson, Longfellow, Lowell, Whittier, 
Olcott, Holmes, Sumner, Whipple, James, 
Motley,- Parkman, Webster, Brooks and 
others. In fact, a eomplete Hst of Dr. 
Hate’s carl:* contemporaries, men he knew 
intimately and ‘worked with, would lack 
but a few names of those who have won 
permanent fame in the intellectual his- 
tory of New England. 

Dr. Hale' wrote the 
can short etory, “The 
Country.” 

He occupies @ greater number of lines 
in library catalogues than any other Amer- 
ican author living or dead. 

Through his story, “Ten Timés One is 
Ten.”’ ehurch work clubs were founded in 
every Christian country and many heathen 
lands. 

He has founded, or 
than twenty papers and magazine 
them wihiat ts now the Century. 

Hie has written ‘more than 60 books and 
colloborated in eight mere. 

This does not include volumes of sermons 
and addresses and magazine artic.es. 

Besides all this, he edits the Peace Cru- 
sade. conducts a department in the Chris- 
tian Register, contributes to a_ series of 
“Reminisences of the Unitarian Pulpit,’ 
presides at meetings, delivers lectures and, 
until recently, set aside three days a week 
fur pastoral duties. 

liow does he do it? 

Dr. Hale rises very early, has a cup of 
coffee, and is ready to dictate to his sec- 
retary at ©even, sometimes at six o'clock. 
After an hour of solid work there comes 
a hearty breakfast, and then more work, 
letters. sermons, editorials, lecture, any- 
thing that must be done, and then, at 
nine or ten o'clock, the secretary ts left 
to put the dictation tnto typewriting and 
the Doctor goes abroad for a walk, and at 
one o'clock there ts dinner. Then follows 
invariably a sound sieep of an hour or 
more. which must not be disturbed unless 
the howee hs burning down. In the after- 
noon the morning's work is revised, and 
more put under way, and in the evening 
important metiing can coax

him away from home, for he insists that 
that sleep upon which he so much depends 
must begin again at ten o'clock. 


His rule for health and longevity is sim- 
ply this: Plenty of sleep and frequent 
nourfshing meals. 


“I cannot remember the time when I 
did not go to school,’’ says Dr. Hale; and 
it is a fact that he was lisning away at 
Latin in the famous Latin School of this 
city when he was four years of age and 
entered Harvard at thirteen! He has some 
very interesting things to say of the Har- 
vard of 1836-9. 


“It was simply a somewhat enlarged 
country academy,’ he says. “The won- 
der was that the boys did not study in 
the rooms in wfiich they recited, as they 
would have done in such an academy. 
The distinction that you studied your les- 
son in your own room and recited it in 
another building was the principal dis- 
tinctton between the work at the Boston 
Latin School and the work you did in 
college.” 

But there was another distinction which 
he makes in “Lowell and His Friende,”’ 
which accounts in s<ome measure for the 
literary activity in New England of those 
days: 

‘Let it be remembered, then, that the 
whole drift of fashion, occupation and habit 
among the undergraduates ran in lines sug- 
gested by literature. Athletics and soci- 
ology are, 1 suppose, now the fashion at 
Cambridge. Not five men in college then 
saw a daily newepaper, for nobody cared 
for politics. The books which the fellows 
took out of the library, the books which 
they bought, were not books of science, nor 
history, nor socfology, nor politics; they 
were books of literature.” 

Dr. Hale tells a story of a visit he made 
to West Point in 140 with the afterward 
famous poet and art'st, W. W. Story, which 
iiustrates how science was ‘studied’ in 
Hiervarmi in the thirties. 

“We enjoyed,’ lie says, “to the full the 
ruatchliess hospitality of West Point under 
the special «are of two young officers who 
sed jugt faished their course as we aul 
jvet finished ours. Story afterwird waid t+ 
me: “Ned, how did you dare to tell those 
officers that we etudied abont ;rojectiles 
at Cambridge? 

“ ‘Because we did,’ said I.

Here is a story of Lowell which recaiis 
Arthur Pendennis’ experience in hearing 
the engaging Miss Amory sing some of his 
verses in Grosvenor Place. James Russell 
Lowell’s early volume of verses, “The 
Year’s Life,”’ was not warmly received by 
the public, so young Hale, Story, King 
and some other of the poet’s friends con- 
spired with their sisters to have one of 
the set. of verses, ‘“‘The Serenade,’’ ect to 
music and sung as a surprise for Lowell. 

‘‘As the well-known words rang througa 
the room,’’ says Dr. Hale, “it was delight- 
ful to watch James’ face—surprise, pleas- 
ure, tremulous feeling, and finally a look 
of delight epread over it.”’ 

Probably when all England asked Pres- 
ident Cleveland not to reca’l James Lowell 
from the Court of St. James the poet-dip- 
lomat felt less pride and pleasure than in 
that first singing of his early verses. 

Dr. Hale has given this view of Kmerson 
when he was a eubject vf ridicule--the 
same Emergon, who, later was liitle less 
than worshiped in New Engitand, ridiculed 
at Harvard! 

“Ir 1837 the word ‘transce:ndentalist’ was 
new, and it was considered good form to 
ridicule the Transcendentalists, and especi- 
ally to ridicule Emerson. When he spoke 
in 1837 the oration was received in a certain 
patronizing way by his senivrs After 
thirty yearae Emerson was in the zen:ta of 
his fame. He was ‘th: Buddha of the 
West'—that is Dr. Holmes’ phrase. He was 
‘the Yankee Plato’--l belleve that is Low- 
eli's.”’ 

Hiecre is a Lincoln story, which, ae Dr. 
Hale himsclf says, “‘liiustiates the nar- 
rownees of New England conservutist: at 
ifiz ¢ time: 

“There appeared at Cambridwe in the 
year 18 a young gentiemon named Robert 
Todd Lincoln. This young ge illeman wished 
to enter Harvard, and his father, one Abra- 
ham Lincoln, had fortified nim with a let- 
ter to Dr. Walker, the presiden: of the 
college. This letter was given by one &t-- 
phen A. Douglas, and lie presente! the 
young man to Dr. Walker as being the son 
of Abraham Lincoln. One «of the professors 
told me that when this letter. now so cu- 
rious in history, was prerented none of 
the faculty of Warvard Coleg, except 
Lowell, had ever heard of Abdratiam §in- 
coln!"’

He really did sleep or fast once for four 
days and a half, but it nearly killed him.

“There's nothing in the horse business 
any more. All we get paid is $10 a week, 
and some of these bum hypnotists are 
awful mean. When you're doing a sleep 
they don’t care whether you starve or 
nev, and if it wasn’t that we travel in 
pairs and the sleeper’s partner is always 
looking after him, he’d have a hard time.

“T can hear my own heart beat; or, if 
I don’t hear it, I feel i, and that accounts 
for another teat I do which «the physicians 
always decide is another proof of the won- 
ders of hypnotism. The time suggestion 
is one of the best things the hypnotist 
has to show the physicians who are presem 
to discover trickery if they can. The hyp- 
notist puts the subject to sleep after mak. 
ing the suggestion that he wake up in e@ 
certain .ime, say five minutes. All the 
doctors take out their watches and keep 
their eyes on the second hands. The sub- 
ject generally is put in another room, 
where they can watch him through an open 
door. With some subjects they have «oe 
depend on a signal, such as a special word 
used in ordinary conversation, or sométhing 
like that. But the only sure way is the 
one I use. My heart beats 7 times « 
minute. I count the beats, and if che time 
is five minutes I open my eyelids at the 
365th beat. It's five minutes to « second, 
aml the doctors, who have never taken 
their eycs off me, are impressed, and you 
can't bame ‘em,

Desiring to furnish the women of that re- 
mote mountain district with s6me profit- 
abie employment, and finding that the only 
thing they could do was to make the com- 
mon home-made rug seen throughout New 
England, «he endeavored to place .their 
work upon an artistic and marketable ba- 
sis. FS 

Those who are familiar with the rugs 
@een in farmhouses will “Yécalt the crude 
colors, the impussible cats and puppy dogs, 
the floral monstrosities that *have deco- 
rated these rugs for generations. Nothing 
could be uglier or more durable than these 
Same rugs. Vainly did Mra. .Albee try to 
induce the women to use her designs and 
mew materials that ehe had dyed soft neu- 
tral tones,though she pledged herself to sell 
the work when fintshed to her friends. Her 
neighbors, with proper respect for tradi- 
tion and precedent, would not lightly for- 
ewear allegiance to woolen roses, purple 
cats and parti-colored foliage in favor of 
quiet colors and conventianal designs. 
Their mothers and grandmothers before 
them had worked and admired just such 
flowers and animals, and that was suffi- 
cient to establish their claim to beauty. 

it may be stated, by way of explanation, 
that heretofore the hand-made rug had 
been made of cast-off clothing, the odds 
and ends of the rag-bag, which did not 
admit of much*artistic expression.

Each worker had to 
be trained to a new method of using ma- 
terials which gave the hand-made rug an 
unexpected character and beauty. It was 
no longer stiff and hard with rigid rows of 
loop upon loop; the new rug was thick and 
soft, witha velvety pile. Aside from the 
dMfficulty of\securing a uniform product 
from’'many newly trained workers, and 
hurrying work on the more urgent orders, 
wae the labor of dyeing materials for each 
rug sepurately, of making designs for spe- 
cial orders, of advising with purchasers re- 
garding colof schemes—al!l of which fell 
upon one head and one pair of hands. 

Having abandoned the idea that the 
women were competent to work individu- 
ally under a general supervision, Mrs. Al- 
bee has assumed the entire charge of ev- 
ery ‘deta!l of the. work, which tstdyed 
and stamped and the falling of the colores 
indieated before it is distributed to the 
worker, who has nothing to do but follow 
instructions. It was a great disappoint- 
ment to her that workers could not do 
their own dyeing and work out designs in- 
dependently; but the experiments made in 
this direction proved so disastrous that it 
is a futile hope at present. 

Regarding the rugs themselves—they are 
unlike any in the market. There has been 
no attempt to imitate foreign rugs except 
in simplicity of design. They have usu- 
aliy plain centers of solid color, terra-cot- 
ta, old pink, tan, dark blue, Gobelin blue, 
yellow or olive, with borders worked in twe 
or three harmonious colors. The designs 
are varied, ranging from the Saracenic, 
Gothie and classic to conventionalized floral 
patterns, to Aztec and savage ornament. 
Several novel cross stripe effects ‘have been 
very popular.

ofall proportion to the demand. Some of 

‘the berries were packed in refrigerator 
oar, . but even then many of them were 
©*t00 poor for sale. 
| Growers became discouraged. Becoming 
= @onvinced that it was useless to try to 
» ship the water-soaked berries, orders were 
© issued by many associations to stop, and 
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the Arkansas berry fields are now as de- 
serted as the meanest graveyard. 

In Tennessee 500 cars along the Mem- 
phis ‘division of the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad are devoted to the carrying of 
strawberries. The first car from that State 
this season Ieft Chattanooga May 6. It car- 
ried 3000 crates. Since then shipments have 
been going forward daily. The season there 
is only about half over, yet the shipments 
are equal to last year’s entire crop. ? 


The lowest price at which strawberries 
are sold in St. Louis is 10 cents for three 
quarts. This is the quotation of the street 
peddler for inferior grades. 

After the berries are ripe it. costs the 
farmer 58 cents to put a crate of 4 quarts 
on the cars. 

He gets $1 a crate, leaving him 4 cents 
profit on each crate. 


In this estimate the cost of planting and 
hired help is not considered, 

The two largest berries grown are the 
‘Lady Thompson” and the “Longfellow.” 
Each is about the size of a heh’s egg, but 
neither is very sweet. They come from 
Texas, 

The finest berry in the market, accord- 
ing to many dealers, is grown in Arkansas, 
It is sweet and of average size. 

The Michel, the earliest berry 
poorest shipper. 

Many of the strawberry growers of 
Tennessee, Arkansas and Western Ken- 
tucky are using the flat box crates with the 
oblong berry box, and, when in competition 
with North Carolina berries, packed in the 
2-quart crate, with the regular quart box, 
the former are simply rejected by the buy- 
ers who receive berries from those points, 
for, no matter how good the quality of the 
berries they can only be sold at from 25 
cents to 50 cents less per crate than the 4%- 
quart ventilated crate, with regular quart 
boxes, shipped from the same locality per- 
haps. The buyer demands the 24 and 32 
quart crate and the standard quart box. 

A single day, sometimes, will transform 
a quiet village in a strawberry country into 
a booming camp. When fhe annual pil- 
grimage of the strawberry pickers com- 
mences, every kind of transportation is 
used—“‘blind baggage,’ ‘“‘side-door sleep- 
ers,’’ bumpers, ‘‘tié passes,’ prairie scheen- 
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ers and everything. The .vocation of the 
Strawberry picker seems to be a mania. 
Some will*commence with Van Buren, 
Ark., then sojourn for a few days at Fay- 
etteville, and then go to Sarcoxie, Mo. As 
soon as the rush is over they head for Cen- 
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With the strawberry pickers in one of the largest fields near Sarcoxie, Mo.

Michigan. This class of pickers manage the 
brakemen with a few quarters. Many of 
them rush into a strange town too soon 
and sometimes suffer for lack of food.

“no such insect could be found to exist in 
Germany or any part of Europe.” But in 
1788, in a communication to the Duke of 
Dorset by the Royal Society of Agricul- 
ture of France, it was reported that an in- 
sect exactly similar in its habits had long 
been Known in the vicinity of Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

In 1833 the wheat in Austria and Hungary 
was considerably injured by an insect of 
the same kind, But it is claimed that the 
true Hessian fly was discovered in 1834 by 
James D, Dana, near Toulon, France, and 
also near Naples, Italy, in 1834. None of 
these files were known in America before 
the Revolution, 

It was discovered on Staten Island and 
at Plat Bush, on the western end of Long 
Island, where the Hessians disembarked. 
There they multiplied and spread over the 
southern parts of New York and Connecti-

cut. They proceeded inland at the rate of 
15 or 30 miles a year. They reached Sara- 
toga, 20 miles from their original station, 
in 178. They were found west of the Alle- 
gheny Mountains in 1797. They increased 
their pace to 30 miles a year. Wheat, rye, 
barley and even timothy grass were at- 
tacked by them, and so great were their 
ravages in the larva state that the cultiva- 
tion of wheat was abandoned in many 
places where they had established them- 
selves, 

It is said that after the battle of Guil- 
ford, N. C., the wheat crops were de- 
stroyed by the Hessian fly in Orange 
County, through which the Briti army, 
composed in part of Hessians, h passed, 

The head, antennae and thor of this 
fiy are black, The hind ‘body tawny, 
marked with biack oh ‘each » and

clothed with fine grayish hairs. The egg- 
tube of the female is rose-colored. 

The wings are blackish, except at the 
base, where they are tawny and very nar- 
row. 

They are fringed with short hairs and 
rounded at the tip. 

The legs are pale red, or brownish, and 
the feet are black. 

The body measures about one-tenth of an 
inch in length. The wings expand a quarter 
of an inch or more. 

The number of joints in the antennae 
varies from 14 to 17, besides the basal joint, 
which appears double. The form of this 
joint varies according to the sex, being 
globular in the male and oblong oval in 
the female. In both they are surrounded 
with whorls of short hairs. 

Two broods of these files are brought to 
maturity in one year. They appear in the 
spring and autumn, earlier in the Southern 
and Middle States than in New England. 

The transformation of some in each brood 
appears to be larger than natural, as is 
found in the case of many other insects; 
so that the life of the individual fly, from 
the egg to the winged state, is a year or 
more. This guarantees the continuation of 
the species year after year. 

It has frequently been asserted that the 
files lay their eggs on the grain in the ear; 
but whether or not this be true, it is cer- 
tain that they lay thelr eggs on the young 
plants, long before the grain is ripe. Each 
female deposits from 8 to 100 ergs. 

These are very minute, not more than 
one-fiftieth of an Inch long. In from four to 
eight days, if the weather is warm, they 
hatch. The small yellowish red larvae then 
crawl! downward on the leaves until they 
insert themaelves in the sheath between 
the leaf and the stalk. 

There they remain quiescent, growing by 
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means of absorption, or imbibition of the 
juices of the plant, till they reach the 
size of a small grain of rice. 

When a number, as it usually happens be- 
come imbedded in the growing stalk, they 
not only cut off the flow of sap to the grain 
above and thus cause the kernels to fill 
up badly, but they weaken the strength 
of the -plant, so that rains and storms 
cause them to be beaten down and so per- 
ish. 

The larvae that are hatched in April as- 
sume the pupa state, usually called the 
flaxseed stage, during the latter part of 
June. The larval skin becomes firm and 
brown, inclosing the tiny grub. 


In August the second brood appears, the 
female of which deposits her eggs in the 
young winter wheat or other grain, and 
acquire the flaxseed condition in Novem- 
ber. In this state they pass the winter. 

Small as these insects are, they are 
preyed upon in their early stages by hy- 
menopterous parasites, which kill them by 
the million, 

The generic name of the Hessian fly is 
“cecidomyia destructor.”’ 

Concerning the best way to prevent the 
ravages of the fly, an old copy of the Cul- 
tivator, published at Albany, N. Y., says: 

“The stouter varieties of wheat should 
always be chosen. If fall wheat is sowed 
late some of the eggs will be avoided, but 
the risk of cold killing the grain will be 
incurred. If cattle are permitted to graze 
the wheat flelds during the fall they will 
devour many of the eggs. A large number 
of the pupae may be destroyed by burning 
the wheat stubble Immediately after har- 
vest and then plowing and harrowing tie 
land. This method will undoubtedly do 
much good. As the Hessian fiy aiso lays 
its eggs on rye and barley, these crops 
shouldbe treated in the same manner.” 


w GOLDFISH F/ 


30 miles from Indianapolis, is the larg- 

est goldfish farm in the’ world..In_it 
are 200,000 fish. It is known as Spring 
Lake Fishery, and consists of innumerable 
small ponds, all connected by narrow chan- 
nels or sluiceways, in which the flow of 
water is controlled by water gates. These 
ponds are constructed with careful regard 
for depth, size, he‘ght of embankment and 
amount and kind of shrubbery on the 
banks. The most careful consideration is 
given to these details, for it has been dem- 
onstrated -that they all, each and collec- 
tively, influence the health and develop- 
ment of the fish and the perfecting of the 
color, without which the goldfish is value- 
less.

Immediately after it Is hatched the gold- 
fish is very much like any common every- 
day minnow, and there is nothing in its ap- 
pearance to indicate the glorious hues it 
will afterward assume, For more than a 
year it has a dull, whitish, silvery color, 
which gradually gives place to the shad- 
ings and blotches of color so well known 
by fanciers.

Shoup, who has spent his life in studying 


the habits of goldfish and how nature may 
be assisted in her work of coloring the 
little beauties. He has found that the sun 
is the artist that makes the delicate tints 
on the film of the fishes’ sensitive scales. 
But the sun is a variable artist, and no 
two of tha fishes he paints are exactly 
alike. If a fish is kept in the shade from 
infancy, it will always retain its youthful 
silvery color, and will be a very ordinary, 
and in fact, worthless fish, but if it is al- 


lowed to. bask .in sunny shallows .and. to 
lie with its sides exposed on sunny’ ripples, 
its scales will-absorb the rainbow tints of 
the sunlight, refracted through wavelets of 
crystal water. i 

It.is not within:the power of man to de- 
fine or.regulate. the coloring of the fish, 
but by careful attention to the exposure to 
the sun's rays he can make the shades so- 
ber-hued or brilliant. 

Generally there-is the greatest demand 
for bright colors and those fishes are pro- 
duced in greatest numbers whose mark- 
ings are pronounced. There are but few 
exceptions.to: prove the*rule that the sun 
fs the only ;agency that paints the fish, 
but ocasionally one is found that grows to 
maturity, and to the last retains its dull, 
silvery color. These are the albinos, and 
cannot be accounted for. They simply exist, 
and that is all that is known about them. 
The food a fish eats has nothing to do with 
developing its color. All the fish in Spring 
Lake Fishery are fed exactly the same 
food, and it ts undeviating in quantity and 
quality. Toasted bread and nothing else is 
given them two or three times a week, and 
they thrive upon it better than on any- 
thing else. It is well adapted to their deli- 
cate organism, and with the natural food, 
such as filles and worms, they can captura, 
is recommended for use in private aquari- 
ums, 

The greatest difficulty with which the 
goldfish raiser has to contend is the night- 
prowling animals, such as cats, coons and 
opossums. These animals are very adept 
at catching fish, and experience little dif- 
ficulty in securing all they want of the do- 
mesticated goldfish, which take alarm but 
slowly. Snakes and crayfish are also de- 
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stroyers of the goldfish, land the most con-. 
stant .vigilance is maintained:to gee that 
none of these animals gain access to the 
ponds. The goldfish is insectivoroug, and 
his appetite often-leads to his death. The 
st'ng of some insects ‘is fatal, and for a 
common snake feeder to deposit an egg on 
one of the little vertebrates means its sure 
death, 

The freaks and unusual developments in 
the fish are the varieties which always 
bring the highest prices in the market. Odd 
and rare colors and spots and blotches are 
the kind of markings most preferred by 
fanciers. Unusual shapes in the fish are 
also very much sought after and invari- 
ably bring high figures. In physical de- 
velopment the tall is the great favorite of 
nature, for it Is that appendage that re- 
receives the most attention. Fish with two, 
three four and even five tails are not un- 
common, and a few specimens with #ix 
tails are known, but they are rare. These 
abnormal developments are always ac- 
companied by the most brilliant Hues, and 
have been known to bring almost fabulous 
prices. 

More than 200,000 fish are In the Spring 
Lake Fishery, and specimens are sent ev- 
ery year into every State and Territory. 
The aquariums of nearly every country on 
earth have drawn upon it for perfect spec- 
imens and for information concerning the 
production and care of the fish. Many of 
the royal aquariums in Purope are kept re- 
plenished from this fishery. 

Goldfish in private aquariums should be 
regularly fed, but never overféd, the wa- 
ter should be kept fresh and at even tem-

BEING a very misieading statement 
going the rounds the press re- 
garding the height of the atmosphere 
and of the clouds, deduced from baromet- 
ric calculations, I have thought it my duty 
to offer some data obtained through merest 
the late Prof.

Tice in observing the great meteor of 


1876. This meteor was first seen near the 
Rio Grande in Texas and passed in a 
northeast direction, nearly over Fort Scott, 
Kan., Jefferson City, Mo., Detroit, Mich., 
and disappeared in the wilds of Canada, 
having been visible less than half an hour 
from its first appearance within bounds 
of the telegraph, until hast seen itn its 
flight beyond the reach of civilization in 
the northeast. 

We first saw this wonderful vieiter to 
the souihwest, at an angle of about © 
degrees, but when it reached a point at 
right angles to us in the southeast, look- 
ing toward St. Louis, we noted its position 


as at an angle of #4 degrees, or half way ’ 


between the horizon and the genith, our 
point of observation being near Norborne, 
Carroll County, Mo. 

Years afterward, when Prof. Tice was 
dead, we learned that he had teft a record 
of having obeerved this same meteor from 
near Washington University, St. Louis, and 
that he saw it to the northwest at an angle 
of 45 degrees, looking in the direction of 
Norborne. ; 

Here, then, was the  long-looked-for 
three sides of the triangle. By measuring 
the air iine distance between St. Louls and 
Norborne, .which we find to be 1 miles,

it is apparent that the height of the me- 
teor was ¢qual to half the distance, or 
92% miles above the eartf). 

At this distance, Its appearance was (hat 
of a body as jarge as the full moon at 
its first appearance above the horizon. 
Its surface was glowing with incandescent 
heat, the surface apparently melting and 
flowing back in a number of streamers, 
which in turn were consumed into smoke 
by the friction against the atmosphere. 
We saw several of these streamers flow 
back as the others were consumed, there 
being five visible at one time, two or three 
degrees in Jength. The time it was visible 
to us was about three minutes; hence, the 
time we saw it to southeast and when 
Prof, Tice saw it to the northwest was 
practically instantaneous. That this me- 
teor passed at about equal elevation above 
the earth from the Rie Grande to the coast 
of Labrador, or as far as observed, makes 
it apparent that it struct our atmosphere 
at euch an‘angle as to cause it to glance 
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over the eurface without penetrating it. 

Now, as to the height of the clouds, the 
Writer, in the article referred to, under- 
takes to say that it is impossible for clotds 
to exist much above three or three and one- 
half miles. My opportunities for observing 
the height of the clouds have been these. 
For two years | have lived high up fhe 
eide of the Spanieah peaks; have prospected 
and made frequent excursions to the sume 
mits of the peaks, Mount Ferdimand (Weat 
Peak), 13.7% feet, and Mount Ieabella 
(East Peak), 12.7200 feet. 1 have etood in 
the clear sunlight on the summits and 
watched thunderstorms Lelow me. 1 have 
been enveloped by them on the summits 
and at all elevations below, as well aa ob- 
served them high above me on the eummits 
of these leolated peak« I have also tain 
on the summit and watched cumulow and 
cirrne clouds float as high, apparently, 
above the summits as they appear to in 
old Missourl, or down on-the Atlantie 
coast. Moreover, | have watched their 
ehadows far out on the plaing ten, twenty 
and thirty miles away, from my lofty 
perch, two miles high er more. 

From these oleervations, I am led te 
believe rain and thunder clouds extend all 
the way up to five miles In height: cuthue 
lus and cumulo stratas up to seven miles; 
cirrus and ciro stratas up to ten and pere 
haps twelve mies into the afr, : 

These conclusions coincide, I may state, 
very nearly with the deductions furntehed 
by the weather observer at St. Louls, Dr. 
rn. J. Hyatt, ae given in the Sunday Poste 
Dispatch of May 7

A unique ar- 
ticle purporting to be correspondence from 
the Philippines, which appears in the last 
number of the French paper, L’Illustration, 
i a little ahead of anything yet produced.

“The general impression of strangers liv- 
ing in Manila is unfavorable to the Ameri- 
cans. Thirty thousand regulars and vol- 
unteers occupy the city or the trenches;

‘The discipline i@ about nil and the off- 
cers have no power to oppose the desires of 
the men. They have gone to excess with- 
out exposing themselves to any remon- 
strance whatever. 


‘In speaking with those brave volunteers 
one could account for their hopes and their 
actual vexation. They are in reality re- 
treating conquestadores. They willingly 
confess that on leaving the lower warde 
of @an Francisco, New York or Fhiladel- 
phia to go such a distance for adventure 
they were in hopes of getting a rich crop 
of booty. To-day they are undeccived. 
They have arrived on a soil where every 
one tries vigorously to defend his rights. 

‘The aspect of the Yankee soldiers Is 
Queer. They are mostly all verv strong 
lads, but their appearance bears mre re- 
gemblance to the famous gold weckers of 
California than regular soldiers. Their 
equipment is composed of a gray felt hat, 
of a blue ehort coat, of a pair of ‘cachou’ 
pants and linen leggings. The model of 
their gun varies from that of tho invert 
rifle to the old dog gun of our f'thers.

In a fight 
against overwhelming numbers near De- 
troit Jan. 22, 1798, Capt. Simpson lost his 
life figtiting a force of British and Indians. 
Another brave Kentucky ploneer was Ben- 
jamin Logan, who came from Virgiania 
and settled in Linécoln County and dis- 
tinguished himself time and again in fights 
with hostile Indians. 
countiee,’’ said Col. 
Young, “named for these distinguished 
and herote Kentuckians, came the men 
who are guilty of the cowardly and brutal 
conduct which was exhibited toward this 
poor, helpless black man and his innocent 
family. If they be fair representations of 
the present type of man Kentucky Its pro- 
ducing we must confess that ‘we are de- 
generate sone of noble sires.

“Far down in Simpson County, on the 
eige of Logan and close to the Tennessee 
line, lived the humble, untutored, black 
man who appears as the plaintiff in this 
case. By dint of industry and hard, un- 
ceasing toll he had secured for himself 125 
acres of land, It was poor, unproductive, 
but it met al! his wants, and there in a 
rude, uncomfortable log cabin he had lived 
with his wife and fought the hard battle 
of toll and 12 children had come to cheer 
and bless their home. 

“There is not in this case a eingle 
statement from any witness who has ever 
sald that George Dinning, this black man, 
had wronged a living being. Two horses, 
a few plows, some farming implements, 
seven hogs, two dozen chickens and four 
turkeys were all that the pressing demands 
for food and clothing for ‘his large family 
had allowed this black man to acoumulate, 
excepting his farm. There had been no 
suspicion of crime, he had not interfered 
with his white neighbors, he had not dis- 
turbed their slumbers; but on the 2th of 
January, 1897, as be slep¢ tn his humble 
home with bis elght children abont him— 
the youngest 4 months old and the eldest 
li years of age—unwuspicious of dny wrong 
or any injury from any man, with one 
ohiid sick and partially deliripus from 
typhoid fever, at buif past 1 sclock at

“He calls to know who is there. The 
cowardly hypocrite responds, ‘It is a 
friend.” This friend was a white man, 
backed by a gang of whitecaps and kukiux, 
armed with pistols and guns, who had 
come to serve notice upon this humble 
backed by a gang of whitecaps and kuklux, 
desert his fireside, filled with so many 
happy and pleasant associations to him and 
to those he loved, and depart at once from 
the neighboiliood and put a distance of not 
less than 4% miles between him and those 
marauders who in the darkness of the night 
had come and served this warning upon 
their black neighbor.” 

Then followed a vivid description of the 
tragedy and the injustice done Dinning by 
the mob and people of that vicinity. 

Mr. Smith's speech wus of the depre- 
cating order. He admitted that his clients 
had done wrong before the law, but de- 
clared that they ‘had not sought Dinning's 
houze as midnight assassins. He took the 
ground that his clients were not men who 
would fire into any man’s house needlessly 
and advanced the theory that Doc Moore's 
order to squat and fire indicated the battle 
had already been oommenced by Dinning, 
that death was belching from the upper 
window and his cilents thad fired only in 
self-defense.

the richest negro gambler in the 

world, was born a slave in Southern 
Missouri in 186. He owns houses and lots 
in Leadville, Colo., that rent for about $150 
a month; he has stores at Helena, Mont., 
that are worth fully $20,000, and he has 
some property in Denver, besides thousands 
of dollars in gold and silver mining stocks 
in Colorado and Montana. 

Barton has been spending the winter in 
Los Angeles, Cal. He is not ashamed of 
his profeseion. He said: 

“I have been a gambler practically all my 
life. I had an indulgent mother and mie- 
tress, who spoiled me by leniency. I was 
given an unusually good common-school 
education, probably the best tuition that 
any negro boy had had in that region of 
Missourl. My master proposed making me 
his bookkeeper or business manager among 
the colored folks on the farm when he wus 


away selling his crops. But I was not 
taught to do hard work, and to know the 
value of patient toil. I knew how to play 
cards when a mere toddler. I learned poker 
from watching games that my master and 
his planter friends used to play day after 
day for a week at a time at the farm. I 
must have been about 12 years old when 
I had a fairly correct idea of how poker 
is played. 

“When the Civil War broke out I was 
about 15 years old, and my master hav- 
ing gone into the Confederate army, and 
all that region where we lived having been 
thrown into general civil disorder, I ran 
away finally and got to Chicago. There I 
worked in a saloon and my talent for cards 
became known. I worked for $3 a week for 
just two months. Then with a backer, who 
agreed to give me $80 a week for a year and 
share half my profits, I became a profes- 
sional poker player. The fact that I was 
black and had a betterg education than 
many of the cheap gamblers whom I met 
about the green table gave me a reputa- 
tion. That was what I wanted. I had 
clerke, bookkeepers and emall-fry gamblers 
hunt me up in those days and make dates 
with me for a game. Before I was 18, al- 
though lack of sleep and my exciting ner- 
vous pursult made me look several years 
older, I was playing in games in Chicago 
where a jack-pot frequently contained $200. 
The very day that the Chicago evening 
newspapers published the news that Lincoln 
had signed the Emancipation Proclamation 
and I was a free man, I figured up my cash 
and personal assets, which were $4300. 

“The most wonderful days | ever knew 
for poker playing generally everywhere 
were in the first 10 years after the war.

The soldier boys came home from army 
and camp life expert poker players, and 
the game had an extraordinary revival. I 
believe that it was about 1870 that Gen. 
Robert C, Schenck of Ohio made the game 
famous in Europe. The poker rooms in 
Chicago and St. Louis multiplied fast, and 
all did a smashing big business just after 
the war. The Alcazar Club, on Madison 
street, in Chicago, was run by three ex- 
army officers, and I had some stock in it. 
In 1867 and 1868 a total investment of $18,000 
there, yielded over $0,000 a year clean 
profit. The Morrison Club, on Polk street, 
Was a gorgeous affair, and I know person- 
ally that its annual profits were over 600 
per cent on the investment. 


‘*From Chicago I came West. I was in 
Virginia City in the marvelous days when 
men sprang from miming laborers to mu!l- 
ti-milllonaires in a year. Then I went to 
San Francisco, and since 1875 I have played 
for weeks and months in every town of 
30,000 or more population in the West. The 
fact that I am a black man has been the 
greatest factor in my success for over a 
third of a century. 

“Im the professional sense, but not in the 
Strict moral sense, I have generally found 
poker played honestly. I mean that poker 
is the art of deceit and moral lying. But 
the most honorable men I have known, so 
far as their word and conduct go, outside 
of gaming, are professional gamblers. Some 
of the bravest men, not of the dare-devil 
bravado type of men that one meets in the 
mining and cattle towns of the West, but 
moral heroes, have been gamblers. Poker 
is the science of looking serene and uncon- 
cerned when you may be secretly shaking 
with fear of disaster. The older | grow 
and the more I play poker, the more 1 
am sure it is the least known of any game 
of cards, 

“Among the unprofessiona! poker players 
that I have known, United States Senator 
Sharon of Nevada and San Francisco was 
the best. He was a marvelous reader of 
human nature, a close observer of minute 
personal things about his associates, and 
a bold poker player to rely upon the cor- 
rectness of his observations. Hundreds of 
times I have noticed tricks about a per- 
son's face or expression that led me to 
know that my immobdile and etolid poker 
opponent was elightly nervous or joyous at 
his hand, but I have lacked the courage to 
back my knowledge up with gold coin. 

“Speaking about courage reminds me that 
a first-class poker player must study him- 
eelf as thoroughly as he studies his oppon- 
ents. I used to think I knew myself, but 
in later years I have come to the conclusion 
that I do a whole lot of things that reveal 
my thoughts to the other professionals. 
Courage is the hardest characteristic to 
feign. It takes a heap of knowledge about 
yourself to know just how to play a hand.’

| ulating the smoke nuisance was declared 
| invalid. 


There were present as guests Cincinnati's 
Mayor Tafel, Samuel Nieman, Smoke In- 
spector Ben Schott, and Expert John W. 
H'll. The club has been discussing the 
smoke nuisance for some time, and as long 
ago as last fall Mr. Bryan read a paper 
before the club along gimilar lines. 

Mr. Bryan declared it entirely practicable 
to reduce and in most cases entirely pre- 
vent smoke from steam boller furnaces, ir- 
respective of the conditions of service. The 
prevention of smoke necessarily implies 
more careful and skillful attention to the 
fires, but this will in turn work an econ- 
omy in fuel. Where boilers are not worked 
beyond one-half or two-thirds their capac- 
ity, offensive smoke can be avoided simply 
by intelligent firing. Steam jets operated 
by hand will do the work. In addition, 
there are fire brick arch furnaces, auto- 
matic st«kers and down-draft furnaces. 
The most serious problem is the small bol- 
ler plants of fifty horse power and under. 
The best solution of that is entire elimina- 
tion and the substitution of other forms of 
power service, such as gas, oll, gasoline 
or electricity. The speaker questioned the 
wisdom of attempting any repressive meas- 
ures for residences, at least for the pres- 
ent. He believed it better to depend on

An important essential of any successful 
smoke movement is the hearty co-operation 
You will have 
to keep up a continual campaign of educa- 
tion. It must not be expected that the re- 
moval of the smoke cloud from Cincinnatl 
can be accomplished by the mere passuge 
of a good working ordinance. It mcans, 
too; that in nearly every steam plant fome 
additional expense must be incurred for !m- 
provements in furnaces, and there must be 
constant watchfulness and care thereafter. 

First of all, the proper device for the loca) 
conditions of service must be selected. Sec- 
ond, this device must be well constructed 
and intelligently applied. Third, 1c must be 
carefully and intelligently operated «and 
must be maintained in good repair. Negli- 
gence in any one of these features wiii re- 
sult in a fallure. 

An important feature of smoke prevention 
in any type of furnace is a hot fire, and an 
impprtant requisite in securing this ts good 
draft. This can be secured Dy a iall chitn- 
ney, or it may be had by mechanical craft. 
Another and even greater consideration tis 
that of skiliful fring. This alone is suf- 
ficient to make @ stack , 
without a special a where the bollere 
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are not overworked, provided, of course, 
that the bollers and their settings are in 
accord with good practice.

part of Texas, bordering Red River, there 
is unmistakable. evidence of a once numer- 
Ous and powerful race, who inhabited this 
section. No doubt it is the same people 


» who Mr. Fountain describes. 


Only a short distance from this place 
there appear the remains of one of their 
fortified strongholds, evidencing the fact 
that they lived in fear of a formidable en- 
emy. What might bave been the nature 
of that enemy no one can tell. The out- 
lines of the fortifications can be plainly 
Seen and traced. 

In this immediate neighborhood the 
peeunabullders lived in countless numbers.

My opinion is that when the race of men 
now spoken of inhabited this section, the 
great sea was near their doors; that the 
Gulf of Mexico or the ocean covered all 
of North Texas, and ase the waters receded 
these pegple bullt up and along close to its 
edge. 

There is no possible doubt that long be- 
fore the red man lorded it over this sec- 
tion the country was inhabited by teeming 
millions of beings. Discoveries of the bones 
of prehistoric animals, such as the mas- 
todon and various other species, that have 
never been known to any age of the his- 
tory of the world show that these people 
and these animals inhabited the land at 
the same period. 

It may have been the case that these 
fortifications were constructed as safe- 
guards against ferocious beasts, then in- 
habiting the land. If they were the mound- 
builders, they constructed their houses 
from sundried brick. Even crumbled as 
they are now, they show plainly that many 
of their houses were of immense size. 
They may have been of the antediluvian 
times, and blotted out in the great flood.

The people 
of Mexico, through their museum of an- 
cient discoveries, have for years searched 
for the Jost Temple of the Montezumas, or 
rather the Ancient Aztec Temple. From 
the dim records, as well as tradition, the 
Temple of the Sun was located on the west 
bank of the river. Representatives of the 
College of Learning and Ancient Antiqui- 
ties of the City of Mexico are now exca- 
vating and searching for this Ancient Tem- 
ple of the Aztecs. 

In the day of these Ancient Temple build- 
ers, all this country west of the Mississ- 
ippi River comprised a part of their do- 
mains, and when these Temples, inlaid 
and overlaid with gold, shail be found, 
one section—Arkansas or Texas—may be 
the undisputed owners of all this incompar- 
able wealth.

THE STEAMER PARIS DISASTER. 


who has studied the rocks of Corn- 

wall, accounts for the disaster to the 
steamer Paris, which went on the-Manacles 
rocks, on the theory of magnetic attraction, 
He says: “The basic rocks along the Cor- 
nish coast are strongly magnetic and where 
thousands of tons of magnetic material are 
brought into motion by a storm there must 
be a strong increase in the attraction.’’

The enclosure is almost horseshoe shaped, 
and the walls follow the edge of the hill, 
their outer slope conforming to the slope 
of the hillside most of the way, ard fol- 
lowing the trend of the ground, up and 
down, without a break, save on the west- 
ern wall, which surmounts the oluff. Here 
portions have been undermined and have 
caved away. 

BHDach side wall is about 120) feet long, 
and toward the rear and front are very 
broad and much higher than in the center. 

The front wall is a perfect arc of a cir- 
cle, and is about 300 feet long. From this 
wall a gradual roadlike elope leads out for 
several hundred yards to a large mound 
on.the highest point of the brow of the 
hill, a point that commands an uninter- 
rupted view of the valley and all surround- 
ing hilltops for many miles in every direc- 
tion. This was evidently a signal mound, 
for an examination of the various hill- 
tops in view of this shows a similar, but 
smaller, mound on each. 


The rear wall ig a masterpiece of mili- 
tary engineering. This defends the most 
vulnerable point, and the ancient engineer 
that built it was surely well versed in 
his craft. The wall is bow-shaped, in- 


dented toward the interior of ‘the fort—the 
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interior! A modern military engineer would 
build his walls fn an ellipse, not indented, 
but this prehistoric thinker reasoned it In 
a different way. 

‘*‘Now, when the enemy come it must at- 
tack the rear wall, for it can not get up to 
the front, so I'll build this wall in a deep 
crescent, extending from gate to gate, and, 
to get over, the fighters will have to be 
massed into that narrow funnel, and it 
will be comparatively easy to pick them 
off from both the sides and center. Then, 
if they get too close, we simply steal out 
of each gateway, and there we are behind 
them,”’ 

Which seems very sound reasoning when 
we consider that most of their fighting 
was done hand to hand. 

In the center of the rear wall 1s a low 
mound; just what use this could be put 
to is not obvious. The gateways—two in 
number—are situated at each end of the 
crescent rear wall where it joins the sides, 
and at these points the rear wall makes a 
sudden turn, running almost parallel with 
the side walls for about fifty feet. This 
forms a narrow, deep ravine, for the walls 
are much higher here, and end in large 
mounds composed of loosely laid stone cov- 
ered with earth. The mounds are so close 
together that entrance could only be effect- 
ed in single file. Each gateway opens on 
a narrow, level, roadiike plateau, whose 
sides slope away sharply in the center to 
a deep ravine—evidently an artificial one— 
and this ravine widens out Into a deep 
basin, which occuples the hollow in the 
crescent-shaped wall. On the outside, it 
is the natural slope of the steep hillside.

bring him safe out into the Atlantic, where 
there is plenty of room. Being satisfied 
that all is right and safe he goes below to 
dinner with entire tranquillity. 

“Let us imagine that the fourth officer is 
a bright, competent young man, with quite 
a lot of experience in navigation, and hav- 
ing a profound respect for the captain, 
whose word he has been taught @ absolute 
law. Therefore he never questions the 
course he is told to take, because he, of 
his own knowledge, is aware that steering 
that course at that angle will bring him out 
safe. So he watches the compass and the 
ship lies exact in her course. 

“But the captain has forgotten, or the 
fourth officer has never known, that at 
certain times (no one knows when or why) 
a quiet but strong current sets in toward 
the Isle of Wight, so powerful that it will 
carry a ship sideways many miles, and no 
one be any the wiser until they can see 
something which is fixed, and which they 
recognize. By looking at diagram No. 2,

you will see that the ship has been going 
forward steadily at her usual rate, but, 
alas, she has been drifting sideways also, 
and, while the compass shows beyond all 
question that the ship is being held ‘“‘west 
by south,”’ she is, in fact, far out of her 
course. In the meantime night has come 
on, and things get a little hazy. The ca- 
pable fourth officer knows that he should 
pass certain buoys on his starboard, and 
looks for them, but, not finding them where 
they ought to be, he concludes that he 
has missed them in the dark. He knows 
also that on his starboard (right hand), he 
should see a certain lighthouse, but, not 
seeing it, concludes he Is a little further off 
shore than he supposed, which is a good 
thing, anyhow, and maybe it is rather toq 
thick to see it that night, so he feels quite 
safe and sure.
